I want 
Spain to be notified that this government 
cannot longer look with complacency upon 
the starving condition of her subjects in 
Cuba, and that this government intends 
to feed and care for them. If Spajn is 
willing that we should this, well and 
good. If Spain permits us to do this 
humane work under protest, well and good. 
If Spain denies us the right to do 
this, I want to see it done anyhow, and 
if it is necessary in order to do this work 
that we should do it under the protection 
of American guns, then I want to see it 
Gone in that way. 

“The first step must be the feeding of 
these people, and this must be done at 
the earliest possible moment.

fur robes, and miners’ 
gold pans will be admitted free, but on all 
other articles the duties will be the same 
as are payable on goods imported into any 
other part of Canada. These in many cases 
are excessive, and the rush into the Klon- 
dike will add materially to the revenue of 
the Dominion, for every article absolutely 
necessary to prospecting is heavily taxed. 

For instance, tents, blankets, woolen 
clothing, rubber clothing, castile soap, will 
pay 35 per cent ad valorem. Tools, pariffine 
candles, lanterns, guns, cartridges, cutlery, 
soap powders, and condensed coffee will be 
assessed 30 per cent. Stoves, rubber boots, 
axes, steam engines, canned meats, common 
candles, rice, #ago, tapioca, and evaporated 
vegetables are put’ down at 25 per cent. 

Condensed milk, which is an important item, 
will have to pay 8% cents per pound, wheat 
flour 60 cents ba cigars and cigarets 
$3 per pound plus 35 per cént ad valorem, 
cut tobacco 55 cents a pound, alcoholic drugs 
and medicines 50 per cent of the purchase 
price, sugar 1 cent a pound, tea 10 per cent 
ad valorem, and coffee 10 per cent in addi- 
tion to 2 cents @ pound. 

These ad valorem duties being based on 
the high prices current on the Pacific coast 
will do much to turn the outfitting trade to 
Victoria and Vancouver, as the same can 
often be shipped to Montreal and made to 
pay duty on New York prices and then for- 
warded to the coast in ruinous competition 
to the outfits purchased at Tacoma and 
Seattle.

New York, 25. 
Fourteen indictments were handed up this 


all the County 
Court, Brooklyn, 4n- 
volving many promi- 
nent officers con- 
nected with the old 
city works depart- 
ment. While there are fourteen indict- 
ments, it is said there are only six or seven 
men accused in the scandal. 

Among the men indicted were Theodore 
B. Willis, the former City Works Commis- 
sioner, and William E. Phillips, the present 
Police Commissioner. Both were indicted 
for conspiracy. 

Mr. Willis and Mrs. Phillips went to the 
District Attorney’s office in Brooklyn at 1 
o’clock today and gave bail in the sum.of 
$5,000 each. 

Joseph R. Clark, who was Alderman for 
the Twenty-sixth Ward in the old City of 
Brooklyn for two terms, was indicted on 
the charge of accepting a consideration for 
the performance of an official act while Al- 
derman. He furnished $5,000 bail before 
Judge Aspinall. 

A. Lawrence Jensen, who was a warrant 
clerk in Controller Palmer's office, was an- 
other former officeholder indicted 

He gave bail for his appearance on Mon-

appear in court. 

Former Water Purveyor Oscar Knapy had 
an indictment against him containing three 
counts, charging connivance at fraudulent 
claims against the City of Brooklyn. 

Bonds were placed at $8,500 on each of 
two counts and $3,000 on the third. He ap- 
peared before Judge Aspinall this afternoon 
and furnished ball. 

Robert W. Fielding, Deputy Commisioner 
of City Works under Willis, was indicted 
for conniving at a fraud in auditing a bill 
against the city. There were three separate 
counts in the indictment, charging the same 
offense. He furnished bail aggregating 
$10,000 on each of the counts. 

Willis Goff, former Superintendent of Sew- 
ers, was indicted on the charge of taking 
an unlawful fee for an officialact. He fur- 
nished $5,000 bail. 

There is goubt that the other men indicted 
“are prominent politicians and favored con- 
| tractors. They are charged with making 
away with about $80,000 of the funds of the 
| City of Brooklyn. 

The indi¢tments are the result of an in- 
vestigation by Controller Coler into the 
| methods:by which Brooklyn contracts were 
It Was diseoyeréd that many fayored 
“Naa beew “pata “mary. times” the 
amount which the work was worth. 

It is stated on the highet authority that 
these indictments are only forerunners of 
many others that are to follow, and that in 
the opinion of the best legal talent in the 
metropolis a system of fraud will be ulti- 
mately exposed that will put to shame the 
clumsy and maladroit methods of tne old 
Tweed ring on Manhattan Island. 

Of course the situation is saturated with 
politics, for, although these men are indicted 
at the present time, they cannot be tried be- 
fore fall, and coming as they do just before 
the election will necessarily exercise 4a 
potent influence upon the voters of the bor- 
ough of Brooklyn. Jacob Worth may then 
have hisrevenge! All the indicted men, and, 
indeed, all those under suspicion, are Platt 
men. 

’ Several of the indicted officials have trans- 
ferred large blocks of property to relatives 

and friends within the last few days. Though 
not a confession of guilt, there/is presuma- 
ble evidence that they expected trouble and

Lakes Erie and Michigan to gee ice crush- 
ing ships at work there. He has under con- 
struction at Newcastle, England, a float- 
ing ice crusher, which he believes will be 
able to cut its way through ice to the north 
pole. His ship is not intended for exploring 
purposes, however. Its mission is to keep 
frozen rivers and harbors of Russia open 
for flavigation during winter, and to per- 
form like duties in ports of Northern Si- 
beria during summer. The keel of the ship 
was laid a few months ago. The vessel is 
to be complete tn November. 

Admiral Makaroff left St. Petersburg a 
month ago. He visited Stockholm and other 
‘Swedish ports, where ice crushers are used, 
then made a fiying trip to Detroit, Mich. 
He is enthusiastically interested in the con- 
struction of the ice crusher which is his 
own idea. ~ 

“ This is important to Russian commerce,” 
said the Admiral at the Waldorf-Astoria. 
“St. Petersburg for six months of the year 
is cut off from the open sea by many miles 
of ice, while Baltic Sea ports are closed for 
three months each y o effort has ever 
been made to cut a cHannel through the ice 
to St. Petersburg. With the ship I am build- 
ing, and a sister ship which is to be built, St. 
Petersburg will be kept open to commerce 
by water throughout the year, except at rare 
intervals. 

“I have adopted American plans, as I 

have found them the best.. This ship will be 
twice as large and will have three times 
the power of the largest ice crusher in the 
world. It will be 306 feet long, 71 feet broad, 
and 42 feet deep, with 8,000 tons displace- 
ment when fully loaded. It will carry 3,000 
tons of coal, and when fully loaded will draw 
twenty-five feet of water. 
» “It is to be built of steel, and so con- 
structed that when ice crashes about it the 
vessel will be lifted out of the water until 
the ice is crowded = bottom.”

ADMIRAL SICARD TALKS. 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY RALPH D. PAINE.) 

‘Key West, Fla., March 25.—Hot on the 
heels of the news that the report given to 
the Cabinet and the findings of an external 
explosion by a submarine mine came orders 
for the Mangrove to sail to Havana with the 
fastest possible speed to take off all Ameri- 
ean officials and officers of the Maine and re- 
turn to Key West, leaving only Consul Gen- 
eral Lee, who has the Fern in the harbor 
kept for him and other Americans left there 
in case of an emergency. 

This is a notably significant incident, be- 
cause the Olivette left for Havana tonight 
and is scheduled to return at 1 o’clock tomor- 
row afternoon, so that the Mangrove could 
jeave Havana ahead only a few holirs.

“ The Maine case is nothing in comparison 
with the Alabama claims. Then we were 
opposed to a powerful commercial fival; but 
now we are dealing with Spain.”’ 

I have learned that the reported departure 
of the Spanish flotilla from the Canary 
Islands has caused very serious study among 
the commanders of the fleet here as to a 
probable campaign of interception by Amer- 
ican.war vessels. Captains, I know, are 
studying charts of the north Atlantic, de- 
termining points of meeting if the Spanish 
fleet works toward Cuba, The general opin- 
ion among officers of high rank is that the 
approach of the Spanish torpedo boats and 
destroyers in these waters means imminent 
danger to the American fleet and that with 
war threatening Spain would mot hesitate 
to strike the first blow and attack the ships 
assembled here. There are only six United 
States torpedo boats at Key West and no 
destroyers, and the loss of one battleship at 
least by a torpedo attack of the Spanish 
fleet would be very probable. 


STAMPEDE FROM PORT ARTHUR. 


Czar Orders Them to Vacate and the Ori- 
entals Are Complying in Wild 
Disorder. 


London, March 26.—The Russians, accord- 
ing to a special dispatch from Shanghai, 
have ordered the Chinese to leave Port Ar- 
thur. The mandarins and soldiers are bolt- 
ing pellmell, with their baggage, to Che Foo, 
Niu-Chwang, and Ta Ku. 

The Pekin correspondent of the Times ex- 
plains that his statement of Thursday as to 
the concession to Russia of a twenty-five- 
year lease of Ta-Lien-Wan as an open port 
should have read as an ice free port. He 
adds: 

“At the Tsung-Li-Yamen (Chinese For- 
eign Office) yesterday (Thursday) further 
conditions were agreed upon respecting the 
Ta-Lien-Wan lease. Russia agreés that the 
port shall be open to ships ané the com- 
merce of the, whole world; with a customs 
tariff similar to that of a Chinese treaty 
port, although its administration and collec- 
tion will be the same as at any other Rus- 
sian port. ‘ | 

“China having represented that Ta-Lien- 
Wan is certain to supplant Niu-Chwang as 
the chief port of Manchuria, and to cause 
a loss in the imperial customs revenue, Rus-

| Cruisers Ready to Sail. : 
“The San Francisco and New Orleans are 
being loaded with torpedoes, guns, and am- 
munition intended for the army as well as 
the navy, and will probably sail for New 
York direct tomorrow. 

Special fast steamers have been chartered 
in Great Britain and are being loaded with 
war material for America. Never has a gov- 
ernment acted with greater energy in face 
of war. The United States has even tried 
to buy ships from Great Britain, Thus far 
everything for sale that can be used against 
Spain has been bought. The only two avail- 
able ships now are the Varez and Garibaldi, 
for which America and Spain afe fighting 
desperately. 

Your Rome correspondent telegraphs as 
an absolute fact that Brin, the Italian 
Minister of Marine, has already signed an 
agreement to sell the Varez to Spain. The 
United States protests at Rome, on the 
ground that the sale of the cruiser favors 
Spain against the United States. Brin 
answers that he eannot break his engage- 
ment with Spain. He is, however, disposed 
to sell another warship to the United States.

WENACE TO BIG SHIPS. 


Little Spanish Boats Are Danger- 
ous Foes on the Sea.

WORK IN ARMY AND NAVY CIRCLES 


There were today numerous instances of 
activity of a menacing nature. There is 
abundant reason for the belief that the 
Navy department is considering the prompt 
dispatch of a formidable fleet toward Puerto 
Rico. It is certain that the operations

naval movements of a sensational nature 
may be expected within the next few days. 

Commodore W. 8. Schley, who takes com- 
mand of the flying squadron at Hamptcn 
‘Roads on Sufiday morning, was at the Navy 
department nearly all day.

Such a movement is awaited with anxiety 
by naval people. The little ships of the | 
Spanish navy which have been turned to- 
ward this coast are a dangerous collection 
of vessels of war. They may prove a match 
for an:equal number of larger vessels. The 
work of the torpedo boat is that of surprise. 
The success of its attack depends upon the 
secret expediency of the movement. The 
type has always been viewed with caution 
by naval experts as the greatest menace 
to a-fleet of large ships. | 

It developed today that the State depart- 
ment had instructed Minister Woodford 
to intimate to the Madrid authorities that 
the departure toward American waters of 
the flotilla could only be accepted by this 
government as an act of unfriendliness. 
This view of the matter was promptly com- 
municated to the Spanish government, and 
it was expected that the American objection 
would prevail. The only explanation which 
apepars to have been vouchsafed to the 
American Minister at Madrid was that the 
departure of the ships from the Canaries 
was without hostile intent, and that the 
movement was rendered necessary in order 
to appease the Spanish populace. 


Favor Prompt Action. 


This explanation has not been recognized 
by the Washington authorities as satisfac- 
tory. Some of the President's advisers are 
in favor of sending a large fleet of warships 
out to intercept the flotilla without delay, 
and the advice may eventually prevail, ex- 
cepting that the operations are likely to be 
confined to keeping the flotilla at Puerto Rico 
instead of turning it back In the mid-Atlan- 
tic. The fact that the American suggestion 
preferred by Minister Woodford has been 
ignored increased the apprehension of the 
officials here. 

The Navy department people are of the 
opinion that the preparations for war in 
the army and navy are due to a policy of t 
President which does not involve the di 
aster at Havana. There is a growing sus- 
picion that the State department is to handle 
that side of the controversy with Spain, and 
this view seemed to be substantiated today 

when a copy of the report of the court of 
inquiry was furnished the State department, 
It was explained that a synopsis of the re- 
port would be cabled Minister Woodford, 
and that a copy of the document would be 
transmitted to the Spanish Minister in this

Plans for New Battleships. 


Chief Constructor Hichborn has instructed 
the draftsmen of his office to begin at once 
on the plans and specifications for battle- 
ships authorized by the pending appropria- 
tion bill.

Activity in War Department. 

Major Leach, an engineer officer from 
New York, has been at the department today 
in consultation with General Wilson in re- 
lation to the defenses at the eastern end of 
Long Island. A plan of land and water forti- 
fications was drawn up and will be approved 
by Secretary Alger. The money for this de- 
fense, which its considered of great impor- 
tance, will come from the emergency fund. 

An additional allotment of $381,445 has 
been made to the War department for guns 
and carriages for seacoast emplacements, 
and another of $95,000 to the signal corps 
for establishing telegraphic and telephonic 
communication along the coast. 

It is expected that the orders to the infan- 
try and cavalry troops will be issued within 
a few days. Today instructions were given 
to send to the coast all guns at arsenals. 

The first class of cadets at the naval acad- 
emy. will probably be ordered to sea duty. 
All of them are anxious to go, and the Navy 
department. has requested a report from the 
academy officials on the preferences for de- 
tail. This is something which is ordinarily 
done only at the close of the academic year. 
The premature request has a significance 
which is not lost on the cadets at this time. 

Orders have been sent from Washington to 
guard the ships at Key West with extraord- 
inary care. Each ship will keep out its small 
boats from sunset to sunrise and observe all 
attempts at torpedo attack. 

Captain Duvall of the artillery and Cap- 
tain Dorst, another army officer, will be de- 
tailed for duty as aids to Secretary Alger. 

Arrangements have been made for the ex- 
amination of those who have offered their 
professional services as acting surgeons in 
the navy in the event of trouble. The exam- 
inations will be brief and will be held at 
convenient points, The services of volunteer 
surgeons are greatly needed on board the 
revenue cutters and lighthouse tenders soon 
to be added to the naval register. 


TRY TO EXPLAIN CONFERENCE. 


How Ottawa Accounts for the Presence 
in Washington of Canadian Mili- _ 


Ottawa, Ont., March 25.—[Special.}—Min- 
isters in reply to questions as to the pres- 
ence in Washington of Generals Moore and 
Gascoigne and Captain Kent, the torpedo 
expert, unhesitatingly say the Canadian 
government has no official knowledge of any 
prearranged conference. There are several 
subjects, however, on which the British 
Genefal commanding the imperial forces in 
Canada and the British General command- 
ing the Canadian militia might find it neces- 
sary to consult the British Ambassador at 
the present juncture. First, there is the 
question of the passage of United States 
troops through Canadian territory to Alas- 
kan points, and tnat of Canadian troops 
through United States territory to the Yu- 
kon. On this subject Canada cannot move 
independently. It is an imperial interest, 
and can only be settled at Washington be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States. 
Canada’s military expedition will assemble 
here within a fortnight in readiness to leave 
for the Yukon, and nothing has yet been 
finally decided as to their passage through 
American territory, and they may have to 
go by the Edmonton route. Another ques- 
tion is the defense of Canada. 

A high British military officer was here re- 
cently on a secret mission, respecting which 
intense official mystery has been observed, 
but it is generally understood he came with 
secret instructions from the British War 
Office to make a report on Canada’s de- 
fenses. Conferences have so far advanced 
that it is generally conceded there will have 
to be a commission, and the military basis 
for this would have to be arranged between 
the British Ambassador and the British Gen- 
erals in command in Canada before any- 
thing could be undertaken by the Canadian 

overnment. 
a this point I may confidently say the 
Canadian government has been in constant 
communication with Downing street, and 
that the feeling of the Canadian military au- 
thorities is strongly in favor of a well set- 
tled imperial Canadian scheme of defense 
being adopted without a day’s unnecessary 
Oe third point is the war situation between 
the United States and Spain.

CAVALRY OF THE SEA. 


FLYING SQUADRON UNDER THE FLAG 
OF COMMODORE SCHLEY. 


Fast Cruisers at Hampton Roads Soon 
to Be Ready for Active Service,Eith- 
er Offensive or Defensive—Believed 
in Some Quarters They May Inter- 
cept the Spanish Flotilla Now En 
Route to Puerto Rico—Naval Circles 
Admit Torpedo Fleet Dangerous. 


Washington, D. C., March 25.—Commodore 
Winfield Scott Schley, at present connected 
with the Lighthouse board, has been ordered 
to command the flying squadron at Hampton 
Roads, with the Brooklyn as his flagship. 

At present the fine armored cruiser Brook- 
lyn, which is to be Commodore Schley's 
flagship, and the battleship Texas. which 
arrived last night, are the only ships of the 
flying squadron at Hampton Roads, The 
battleship Massachusetts is expected to ar- 
rive tomorrow and the crack cruisers Colum- 
bia and Minneapolis are outfitting at the 
League Island navy yard and will proceed 
to Hampton Roads at an early date as well. 
The cruiser Cincinnati and gunboat Wil- 
mington probably will be added to this 
squadron, as will the Bancroft, now on its 
way across'the Atlantic for Fortress Mon- 
roe. An official order was issued today de- 
taching Captain Chester, Commander of the 
Cincinnati, from the south Atlantic squad- 
ron and leaving him in command of the Cin- 
cinnati. The effect of this is to remove the 
Cincinnati from the south Atlantic service, 
and make it available for the north Atlantic 
station, where its speed would make it a 
valuable adjunct to the quick maneuvers of 
a fiying squadron. 

. Commodore Schiley’s orders in terms make 

him commander of a distinct squadron, so 
that the ships at Hampton Roads will be 
entirely apart from the north Atlantic 
squadron, of which Captain Sampson is in 
command, This is an unusual expedient, as 
the north Atlantic vessels always herétofore 
have been intact. 

Commodore Schley visited the Navy de- 
partment before noon and after a talk with 
Assistant Secretary Roosevelt said he would 
assume command of the flying squadron on 
Monday. The formal orders, posted at the 
department today, stating that Commodore 
W. 8. Schley was detached from his present 
service with the Lighthouse board and was 
ordered to command the flying squadron, 
cruiser Brooklyn, flagship, was the first pub- 
lic admission of the Navy department of the * 
creation of a flying squadron. The fact that 
this squadron was contemplated has been 
well known, but not Gntil today has the de- 
partment defined its character. The desig- 
nation of “flying "’ has a distinct meaning 
in naval parlance. It will give the ships a 
base at Hampton Roads, but they will be 
subject at all times to Commodore Schley’s 
orders for immediate service at any other 
point along the Atlantic coast, or, indeed, 
throughout the world. 


May Intercept Flotilla. 


Commodore Schley refused to talk at all 
concerning rumors that the flying squadron 
mignt be sent out,to intercept the Spanish 
torpedo boat flotilla. He said that wus a 
matter concerning which he could say roth- 
ing at all. 

Commodore Schley has a fine record for. 
discretion, good judgment, and fighting qual- 
ities. He was in command of the Baltimore 
during the Chilean trouble which threatened 
to end in war and had a peaceful termina- 
tion, it is believed, due largely to his tact 
and discretion. The three vessels at present 
under his command are all swift cruisers 
and among the others which probably will 
be added to his command are the St. Paul 
and the St. Louis of the American line, which 
were built so that they can be turned into 
efficient fighting machines at a few days’ 
notice. These vessels have not been im- | 
pressed as yet, but arrangements have been 
perfected between the government and 
President Griscom so that no delay will re- 
sult as soon as the decision is feached that 
the outlook justifies the large expenditure 
of money necessary for their transfer to the 
Navy department. Officers have been provi- 
sionally picked out to command these saips, 
Commander W. H. Emory and Commander 
Willard H. Brownson, at present in Europe 
on a special mission for the government be- 
ing the officers who, it expected, will be 
assigned to the command of the St. Paul and 
the St. Louis. 3 | 


. Navy Department Is Anxious. 


Interest bordering upon concern is mani- 
fested among officials of the Navy depart- 
ment over the movement of the Spanish feet 
of torpedo boats from the Canaries to Puerty 
Rico. The flotilla is one of the most formida- 
ble of its kind afloat, and the coming of it to 
the West Indies at this time is regarded as 
an indication of Spain's endeavor to be pre- 
pared for any emergency that may arise in 
or near Cuban waters. 

Naval experts are of opinion that under 
ordinary circumstances it will take the fio- 
tilla about ten days to make the journey 
from the Canaries to Puerto Rico, but it is 
exceedingly likely that it will actually re- 
quire several days longer. ‘The liability of 
the boats to accident is great, particularly if 
they should encounter rough weatner. 
Then, too, if they should be accompanied by 
a collier the speed of the fleet would be re- 


Speaking of the movement of the floti!!a, 
one of the naval officials compared the tor- 
pedo boats to racehorses trained to a nicety. 
They are keyed up to a high pitch for short, 
sharp, and decisive work, and if overtared 
are liable to break down. While the flotilla 
might make the trip to Puerto Rico in ten 
days, in order to do so absolutely smocth

Yachts for Torpedo Boats. 


In this connection the announcement made 
last evening that the Navy department had 
under consideration and indeed had practi- 
cally concluded the purchase of several fast 
yachts which it is proposed to transform into 
torpedo boats is not viewed with entire favor 
by naval men. The vessels the department 
has in view have a speed rate ranging from 
sixteen to twenty knots, while specially de- 
signed torpedo boats have a speed of from 
twenty-four to thirty knots. As against 
regular torpedo boats the fleet of “‘ make- 
shifts,” as the proposed purchases of the 
government were termed by a naval official, 
would cut a comparatively small figure. In 
the absence of anything better, however, it 
was conceded that the vessels, if acquired 
by the government, would prove of distinct 
value. 

Information as to the names of the ves- 
sels the Navy department has in view for 
purchase was refused today lest the pre- 
mature announcement might embarrass the 
negotiations and possibly_serve to increase 
the price the government Would have to pay 
for them. Later in the day, should the 
tiations be closed, the names of the v ls 
will be made public. 


FRANCE DIVIDED IN SYMPATHY. 


Thinks the United States Can Win by 
Taking Havana and That England 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY RAOUL DUVAL,] 

Paris, March 25.—[{Copyright, 1898, by W. 
R. Hearst.}—I have had an interview today 
with M. Bduard Lockroy, ex-Minister of 
Marine, who married a daughter of Victor 
Hugo. He said: “In my opinion all the 


‘advantages appear to be in favor of the 


United States. Spain is practically bank- 
rupt and could not carry on a prolonged, 
war with a power like the United States. 
The latter has plenty of money. In mod- 
ern warfare the richest nation is sure to 
win. If American ships are destroyed the 
country can afford to buy more; besides the 
American peopl® are véry determined and 
will not easily give in. On the other hand, 
it must be said that Spain could do a tremen- 
dous amount of harm to American com- 
merce. If there is war it will certainly 
be on the. American side of the Atlantic. 
Spain’s one strong point is that she holds 
the port of Havana, which commands New 
Orleans and the southern ports of Florida, 
The United States will not be victorious 
until they take this port from her. 

“To do this successfully America would 
have to send an expedition of at least 40,- 
000 men. There would be needed fully 
forty-five vessels to transport them: and 
about sixty more to carry food and ammuni- 
tions. A great naval force would be neces- 
sary to protect such a@ convoy, or, as it 
might be called, an armada. Spain might 
break it up and do it great damage with 
her torpedo boats or a storm might separ- 
ate the vessels fromoneanother and it would 
not be prepared to receive the Spanish navy. 
This theory of an attack on Havana is there- 
fore improbable. It is more likely that 
America will aid the Cuban insurgents by 
sending funds and a number of men from 
time to time. This would slowly defeat 
Spain. 

“It is to be hoped that the Maine disaster 
was caused by internal causes. This is 
very possible, as modern powders as now 
used are very liable to decompose and ex- 
plode under certain atmospheric conditions. 
But if it is proved the explosion was from 
the exterior it must be said that maritime 
authorities at Havana either aided it or 
purposely shut their eyes to what they 
knew was going on. 

“In case of war the sympathy of the 
people of France would be about equally 
divided between Spain and her sister re- 
public, but France will certainly not take 
an active part with either side; nor will 
she sell them ships. I do not think that 
any European power will intervene, ex- 
cept England, and think there may be some 
truth in the report that she will stand by 
those who are almost her children. I hope 
there will be a peaceful settlement, but if 
there is war I think the United States is 


‘certain to be victorious.”

ONLY OUTCOME POSSIBLE. 


W. J, CALHOUN REGARDS A CONFLICT 
AS ALMOST INEVITABLE. — 


Spirit of the People Arises Not from 
Desire for Revenge, but from a Con- 
viction Spanish Barbarities Must Be 
Stopped—As Commissioner to Cuba 
He Is Cognizant of the Conditions 
There and Indorses Senator Proc- 
tor’s Speech. 


“It looks very much to me just now as if 
war between this country and Spain was 
inevitable,” said Interstate Commerce Com- 
missioner W. J. CaYyhoun yesterday. He ar- 
rived in the city in the afternoon on bis way 
to St. Paul, where he will meet for the 
first time with the commission of which he 
was so recently mate a member. | 

Mr. Calhoun went to Cuba a8 commissioner 
of the govermment and investigated the 
pitiful condition of the starving patriots on 
the island, so his words are held by the 
public on a par with those of Senators 
Proctor and Thurston. 

“I have hoped until recently,’”” he con- 
tinued, “‘ that the two countries would be 
able to find some way of adjusting the pend- 
ing troubles without recourse to arms, but 
it looks now as if war were bound to come. 
Everything seems to point in that direction. 
The air is full of the significance of prepara- 
tion on both sides, and public sentiment in 
this country has, I believe, evém among the 
more conservative people, come to regard 
war as the only logical outcome of the pres- 
ent situation. 


Will Fight from Conviction. 


“Ido not think, however, that it will come 
as the result of any developments incident 
to the destruction of the Maine, although ‘it 
is of course possible that disaster may in- 
volve Spain more deeply than seems now 
probable. What I mean more particularly 
is that I do not think war will come from any 
mere feeling of revenge for the loss of that 
warship, but from a deep-seated conviction 
that a feeling of common humanity demands 
that an end be put to the nameless horrors 
which have followed upon the footsteps of 
Spain’s attempts to subjugate Cuba. 

“I think this is indicated by the recent 
speeches of Senators Proctor and Thurs- 
ton, which I think may justly be re 
garded as being exceedingly significant. 

“And in this connection I wish to say 
that I consider Senator Proctor’s speech as 
one of the most lucid and truthful estimates 
of the situation in Cuba which have found 
expression in all that has been written or 
spoken on that subject. During my investi- 
gation into the situation there I went over 
much the same ground as was covered by 
Senator Proctor, and I am the better, able 
to understand the clear, truthful, and im- 
— story which he has told of the sit- 
uation. 


Has Weight with McKinley. 

“ There can be no doubt, I think, that his 
opinion has had much weight with President 
McKinley. The same is true regarding 
Senator Thurston’s speech, both of which 


have profoundly moved the American peo- | 


ple. I think that it is on this line and in 
this cause that this country, through Presi- 
dent McKinley and his chosen assistants, is 
preparing for the struggle. 

“TI have not shared the opinion which has 
been advanced by some that Spain would 
welcome war with this country as a means 
by which it might retire from Cuba without 
stirring up a revolution at home. @ think 
Spain has sought to avold war, but I think 
it has come to the conclusion that itcannot 
be postponed much longer. I think the dis- 
patch of the torpedo fleet proves this. Of 
course there can be no doubt as to the out-

Army and Navy Journal Sees 
Trouble Ahead. 


FLEET IS SURELY HOSTILE 


Army and Navy Journal, in its issue 
tomorrow, will, in a vigorous arti- 
cle, call United States to 
take action at once toward stopping the 


fieet of Spanish torpedo boats now on the 


way to Cuba. The article closes with the 
words of Patrick Henry: “ Gentlemen may 
cry peace, peace, but there is no peace; 
the war has actually begun.”’ | ; 

The editorial is headed, “ Stop the Span- 
ish torpedo boats,” and says: * The Army 
and Navy Journal was born in a period of 
war, and inherits the traditions of service. 
Hence we realize, much better than some 
others, what war means, and what re- 
eponsibility rests upon those who needless- 
iy provoke it. | 

“ We have felt constrained, in view of the 
facts within our knowledge, to hold our- 
selves in reserve heretofore on the ques- 
tions at issue between the United States 
andSpain. Now that the court investigating 
the loss of the Maine has reached its con- 
clusions we feel at diberty to speak, without 
waiting for the actual publication of the 
findings. Whatever these findings may be, 
they cannot affect a condition of thirgs 
which calls for action on our part, alto- 
gether aside from the boss of a United 
States vessel in Cuban waters. This condi- 
tion is fully set forth in extracts from pri- 
vate igtters written by an officer of our 
navy who speaks with the authority of a 
thorough knowledge of his subject. 

“We wish to call marked attention to the 
subject of the torpedo vessels now at the 
Canary Islands. These vessels should not 
be suffered to cross the Atlantic, The prop- 
osition, to send them here fs a distinct act 
of war, and should be treated as such. We 
have a perfect right to strengthen our much- 
neglected coast defenses; to buy new ships 
to replace the Maine and to strengthen the 
old ones; to purchase and store away muni- 
tions of war, and in all possible ways to 
equip ourselves for battle. England and 
France are doing the same; Russia, Ger- 
many, and Japan—why not we? We have 
a further right to gather as many vessels 
as we think proper in American waters, 
None of these acts can be considered acts 
of aggression against a friendly power. 


It Is a Hostile Fleet. 


“Spain has an equal right to do all 
things we have enumerated 
from us. But to send across the Atlantic 
vessels that can serve no purpose except to 
war upon us is quite a different matter. 
They shoutd be stopped at all hazards. If 
they cross the ocean the Tresponsibility for 
the consequences will rest upon those who 
show themselves too timid for emergencies, 

nd their responsibility will not be forgotten. 
x may be logically within the right of Spain 

send these vessele here, but war does not 
deal with logic. It knows only of the facts. 
The law of defense demands that we should 
résent.an act wh.ch the common sense of 


.the world will justify us in treating as a 


menace to us. 

* Proper vessels should be sent to sea with 
sealed orders, under the command of the 
boldest officers we bave on our navy lists; 
those who have not yet reached the age of 
undue caution, whatever that age in a par- 
ticular instance may be. Their commanders 
should be given full power to act according 
to their discretion in certain contingencies, 
and they should have full assurance from 
the. administration that whatever they may 
do in the exervise of this discretion will be 
approved. 

** As for the country, there need be no fear. 
Its patience is already strained to the break- 
ing point, and hold action on the part of any 
navy Officer that leads to success will write 
his name beside that of Farragut, Cushing, 
and Winslow. Rash will be the man who 
dares to face the storm of approval that 
will welcome the hero home. e 


Should Stop Them at Sea. 


‘‘Spain should then be informed that the 
question of war or peace is with her, and 
that the attempt to reinforce her squadron 
with vessels designed only for an attack 
upon us will be accepted as a declaration 
of war. Leave the rest to the officers 
who sail armed with instructions to risk 
everything to prevent the torpedo boats 
from reaching American waters. At sea 
these torpedo boats will be comparatively 
helpless; once across the ocean they will 
be formidable. 

** We have no war of n to wage 
against Spain. We ask nothing of her that 
we do not ask In the name of universal hu- 
manity. Whatever we ask should be asked 
in a way that will command attention, and 
not in the timid tones of the supplicant. 
And above all’we should leave wholly out- 
side of the discussion the interests of the 
money changers and the bond sellers. It is 
with the great American people that we have 
to deal, and not with Wall street. The peo- 
ple are sound to the core, as will be seen 
when the rotten shell of selfish ease and 
sordid interest is once stripped away.’’

-Mr. Bartholét [Rep., Mo.] said that some 
European papers and their echoes in this 
country said that the foreign-born citizens 
of this country would be a menace to the 
United States in case of war with a foreign 
country. He resented this in the strongest 
possible manner.

SPAIN STRENGTHENS ITS FORTS

port of the Island of Puerto Rico. The news 
is regarded a significant.

More Money for Ordnance. 


General Flagler, chief of ordnance of the 
ermy, today had a long conference with 
Secretary Alger with reference to additional 
guns and gun carriages. A few days ago 
Secretary Alger allotted to General Flagler 
$1,600,000 from the emergency appropriation 
made by Congress to be used by the Ord- 
mance bureau in the discretion of General 
Flagier, This amount, aJthough large, was 
not, in the opinion of General Flagler, suffi- 
cient to meet the requirements of the present 
emergency, and his conference with the Sec- 
retary was to obtain an additional allow- 
@nce. After a careful canvass of the situa- 
tion Secretary Alger gave General Flagler 
@ liberal additional allotment from the ap- 
propriation, but no information could be 
obtained either from General Flagler or 
from the Secretary’s office as to its amount. 

The sum must be a very considerable one, 
however, as General Flagler said that it was 
to be used to cover provisional contracts en- 
tered into for the construction of new guns 
of various calibers and their necessary car- 


riages. | 

No additional contracts for ordnance sup- 
plies were closed today, but it is likely, now 
that General Flagier has another large sum 


which he referred will be made definite with- 
in a few days. |

Both the ordnance 
office and the engineer department are busily 
at wark making ready to expend the money 
allotted to them out of the $50,000,000 emer- 
gency fund in purchasing munitions of war, 
shipping them to the seacoast fortifications, 
and putting the latter in effective condition. 
The ordnance office is much better off in the 
number of rapid fire and other guns of for- 
midable character, ammunition, a 
jectiles than in the number of ca 
the guns. It has been the practice of 
bureau to acquire first guns, in s 
which the contractors require mu more 
time than for furnishing ammunition, pro- 
jectiles, or carriages. The main need 4 the 
service just now is an adequate supply of 
gun carriages and it is hoped to secure a 
large number of them out of the allotments 
made to the bureau and from the money 
made available by the fortifications bill. 
Bids were opened recently for supplying 
eight, ten, and twelve inch gun carriages and 
as soon as the officials know the precise 


purpose awards will be made. Meanwhile 
the engineers’ bureau is at work on the 
building of emplacements for the guns and 
this work is being pushed with all possible 
speed consistent with the force available for 
that purpose. 


Early Work at Tortugas. — 


It is expected that the work on the fortif- 
cations at Dry Tortugas, at which place the 
Navy department is to establish a coaling 
station, will begin as soon as the plans for 
that purpose have been adopted. It is 
thought that Captain Duval, the military 
aid to Secretary Alger, who left here last 
night, and is regarded as an expert in ar- 
tillery matters, will make an investigation 
of the requirements of the service at Tor- 
tugas. | 

The Ordnancs bureau expects to obtain 
in aH about forty-six rapid-fire guns from 
abroad for the sea coast fortifications: 
Twenty of these were obtained through 
Vickers Sons, and the remainder through 
the Hotchkiss people. The former consign- 
ment, it is understood, ts already on its way 
to this country. These guns are of 4,7 cali- 
ber, and the officials say the contract provid- 
ing for their purchase includes between 200 
and 300 rounds of ammunition, a very desir- 
able thing at the present time. |

INCREASE THE WAY! 


Stirring Plea in the House 
by Foss of Illinois. — 


CITES SEVERAL REASONS. 


Sea Strength the Natural Ally of 
Commerce, He Says. 


RESTORE MERCHANT MARINE 


Washington, D. C., March 25.—[Special.]— 
In the House today Representative George 
Edmund Foss of Illinois made an eloquent 
plea for the enlargement of the American 
navy. iIn part he said: 

“To provide for the common defense has. 
always been the tie which has bound individ- 
uals, families, and communities together in 
the earliest beginnings of every nation. 
When a-nation becomes great and prosper- 
ous it should be a matter of no less concern 
to provide for its defense in a manner that 
shall be commensurate with its growth and 
position. To defend ourselves from foreign 
foes we must depend primarily upon our 
fortifications and our navy. The mainte- 
nance of our navy is therefore a matter of 
national concern. 

“I. represent a district in the middle 
West, about midway between the Allegha- 
nies on the east and the Rocky Mountains 
on the west, over which no cannon shot from 
any man-of-war upon the seaboards has 
found its way, yet the people of my district 
are fully as much interested in building up 
the American navy as their more exposed 
brethren along the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts.” 

Mr. Foss then paid tribute to the heroism 
of the American soldiers and sailors from 
the days of the revolution to the period of 
civil conflict, recounted the strength of the 
American navy at different periods, and ex- 
plained thé war and peace policies of the va- 
rious administrations. Continuing, he said: 


Growth in Fifteen Years. 
“Since 1888 Congress has authorized the 


construction of nine first-class battieships, 


two second-class battleships, two armored 
cruisers, one armored ram, six double tur- 
reted monitors, thirteen single turreted mon- 
itors, thirteen protected unarmored cruisers, 
three unprotected cruisers, ten gunbcats, six 
composite gunboats, three of a tpecial class, 
and twenty-two torpedo boats. 

“We have expended nearly $375,000,000 for 
the naval establishment since 1883, Of this 
$81,000,000 has been expended for the con- 
struction of new vessels, nearly $2,000,000 for 
the equipment of new vessels, and $40,500,000 
for armor and armament of new vessels, 
making in all a total of nearly $124,000,000 
for the construction, equipment, and arma- 
ment of new vessels. Today our navy com- 
pares favorably with the navies of the 
world, as will be seen by the following table, 
furnished by the office of Naval Intelligence: 


Great Britain...... 80 60 ae 808 
Germany 3 1 


“Among the battleships are included all 
vessels which might be employed in the 
line—i. e.: battleships, sea.going coast de- 
fense vessels, first-class monitors, and large 
armored cruisers. Since the above state- 


ment was made we have lost the Maine,a 


second-class. battleship. 
“So much for our ships. What of our 


mmen? The active personnel of our 
navy today consists of 1,494 officers 
and 11,000 petty officers and enlisted 


men, 2,650 marines, and 750 apprentices. In 
addition to these, we have the naval militia 
of the several States, which in time of war 
would be of very material assistance to the 
navy. They number in all, officers and en- 
listed men, nearly 5,000, and, I may say, Illi- 
nois leads the list. . 

“* The 250 brave seamen of the Maine, who 
went down to their watery graves in the 
harbor of Havana; the marine orderly, Bill 
Anthony, who amid the terrible confusion 
and consternation which followed the ex- 
plosion, calmly reported to his Captain, 
‘Bir, -I have to inform you that the ship 
has blown up, and is sinking.’ The coolness 
and nerve displayed by Captain Sigsbee, the 
last one to leave the ship in that awful 
hour, demonstrate that every man in the 
American navy today, from the humblest 
seaman to those in command, is ready to 
maintain the honor of our country. 


Americans a Race of Patriots. 


“The American people do not want war. 
They prefer the blessings of peace. But, sir, 
they stand a solid phalanx behind their 
President to sustain him in this trying hour. 

“If war should be necessary to preserve 
the honor of this country the American 
people have such an abiding confidence in 
the character, the statesmanship, and the 
patriotism of William McKinley, Comman- 
der-in-Chief of both army and navy, as to 
know that he who so bravely fought to keep 
our flag aloft upon the land, will never per- 
mit it to go down upon the sea. 

“The question is frequently asked, ‘ Why 
should we increase our navy?’ 

*“‘In the first place, we need a navy to 
protect our sea coasts, which extend along 
the Atlantic, the gulf, and the Pacific, for 
more than thirteen thousand miles. 

**In the second place, we need a navy to 
protect the rights of American citizens 
wherever they may reside in all parts of 
the world. 

“In the third place, we need a navy to 
protect our commerce along our coasts and 
with foreign countries. During the last year 
our foreign commerce nearly reached the 
sum of $2,000,000,000. The navy is the nat- * 
ural ally of commerce, and with its increas- 
ing strength will come the bullding up of the 
American merchant marine; for no man 
will put his money into shfps unless he knows 
that the American flag will be protected in 
every port and harbor of the world. 

“The Republican party in its national 
platform adopted at St. Louis in 1896 pledged 
itself to the building up of the American | 
merchant marine in these words: 

““* We favor the early American policy of 
discriminating duties for the upbullding of 
our merchant marine and the protection of 
our ships in the foreign carrying trade, so 
that American ships, the product of Amer- 
ican labor, employed in American ‘ship- 
yards, sailing under the Stars and Stripes 
and mauned, officered, and owend by Amer- 
icans may regain the ¢arrying of our for- 
eign commerce.’ 

“ Let us then rebuild the American mer- 
chant marine and restore it to its former 
state of national greatness, where it will 
again send a thrill of pride along the ver- 
tebrae of every American citizen.” 

“ Lastly, we need a navy as security for

peace. In fact, the strongest security of 
peace is the strength of an armed resistance. 
Washington said: ‘To be prepared for war 
is one of the most effectual means of pre- 
serving peace.’ We aj want peace—but an 
honorable peace. 

“ While today we are desirous for lasting 
peace with all nations, let us not delude 
ourselves with the idea that we must neces- 
sarily discourage means of defense, for Eng- 
land, Frahce, and Russia are spending more 
money upon their ravies today than they 
have in any previous years of their exist- 
ence. 

“The reign of universal peace has not yet 
come. Universal peace will come only when 
universal justice has been attained. So lcng 
as the oppressed of other lands are bowed 
down under the heel of military despotism, 
so long as the Turks mercilessly slay the 
innocent Christians in Armenia, so long as the 
Cretans are restless unger the domination 
of allied. power, so long as the Cubans are 
fighting their war of American independcnce 
—God speed their coming Yorktown—s0 long 
as the cry of humanity in any part of the 
world for enlarged liberty finds no encourag~ 
ing response, so long will universal peace 
be only the dream of the mind and the wish 
of the heart.” .

Kinmundy, Ill, March 24.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—A telegram from Beloit, Wis., 
published in Tur Trisune of March 2, gave 
a portion of a letter of mine to J. Thomp- 
son and sons touching the situation in Cuba.

GOES TO THE WEST FOR MEN. 


tion to Such of Them as May Be 
_ Ordered East. 


San Francisco, Cah, March 25.—[{Spectal.] 
—The naval rendezvous in this city has re- 
ceived orders from Washington to enlist 
first-class firemen, oilers, mechanics, and 
able seamen for service, not only on the ves- 
sels now stationed on the Pacific coast, but 
on ships on the Atlantic station. The men 
will be sent east at the expense of the gov- 
ernment.

The orders do not 
indicate that there is any restriction to be 
placed on the number of men that shall be 
enlisted. At, the Mare Island Navy Yard 
rush orders Have been received to place the 
Philadelphia, Charleston, and Yorktown in 
commission. The ships are to be got ready 
for sea immediately. Survéy steamers are 
to abandon their present work. The list in- 
cludes the Gedney, which had been detailed 
to survey work on the Yukon; the Patter- 
son, which had been ordered to southern 
Alaska; and the McArthur, which was to 
have made surveys in San Francisco Bay.

ENLISTMENT OF MEN FOR NAVY. 


hington, D. C., March 25.—The Navy 
was informed by cablegram 
from Lieutenant Colwell, naval attaché to 
the United States Embassy at London, that 
agents of this government had purchased 
a “Schischau ” torpedo boat that had been 
constructed for the German government. 
The new acquisition is of the general type 
of German torpedo boats, and is regarded 
as a valuable addition to our navy. One 
feature regarding the new boat that affords 
special gratification to the officials of the 
Navy department ts that it is now ready for 
sea. It is expected that ina few days it 
will leave for the United States. It wili be 
able to make the journey across the Atlantic 
without difficulty, as it isa good sea-going 
vessel, and its coal capacity is ample for the

Revenue Cutters Called.

He was 
directed to expedite the work as rapidly as it 
could be done efficiently. That the Navy de- 
partment officials are anxious the revenue 
vessels should be equipped for sea duty atan 
early date was evidenced by a request made 
upon the revenue cutter service of the Treas- 
ary department for information as to the 
length of time it would require for the ves- 
sels to report at Norfolk: 

As soon as they are prepared for service 
they will be dispatched to Key West and 
placed at the disposal of Commodore Samp- 
son in command of the naval squadron at 
The cutters will be employed 
as scout or picket boats and will be prepared 
for both offensive and defensive service. It 
is thought they will prove to be pretty for- 
midable ships even in aggressive tactics. 

The new revenue cutter McCulloch left 
Baltimore several weeks ago for duty on the 
Pacific station, going by way of the Mediter- 
ranean and Suez Canal. It is now some- 
where in the vicinity of Singapore and will 
be used as a dispatch boat on the Asiatic 


station. Unless presefit plans are changed 


a cable message will be sent to its com- 
mander at Singapore directing him to pro- 
ceed to Hongkong and place his vessel with 
officers and crew under the command of 
Commodore Dewey, in charge of the naval 
forces on the Asiatic station. : 


Calumet to Léave Chicago. 


Captain Shoemaker, chief of the revenue 
cutter service, was busily engaged today in 
making assignments of officers to the reve- 
nue cutters detalled yesterday for defensive 
servicé along the Atlantic seaboard. Every 
vessel In the service available for action has 
been, or will be, assigned to duty. Even the 
new cutter Gresham’‘on the great lakes and 
the little cutter Calumet, located at Chi- 
cago, have been called on, and in a day or 
two both the lake ships will be en route to the 
rendezvous at Hampton Roads. They will 
make the trip to the Atlantic seaboard 
through the St. Lawrence River. The com- 
manders of the revenue cutters have been 
notified by wire to be in readiness to move as 
soon as their general orders are received. 

The revenue cutters which will be ordered 
into service and their present stations are as 


follows: The Woodbury at Portland, Me.;, 


Hamilton, Philadelphia; Hudson, New York; 
Manning, Boston; Calumet, Chicago; Gresh- 
am, Milwaukee; Morrow, Wilmington, N. C.; 
and Windom, Baltimore. 

Captain Shoemaker was of opinion that it 
would require about a week for alj of the 
vessels to reach Hampton Roads, or rather 
Norfolk, which will be their official rendez- 
vous, At the navy-yard there the vessels 
will receive their equipment—guns, ammuni- 
tion, torpedoes, and supplies—and will make 
such other preparations as are necessary for 
fighting serwice. The new cutter Gresham, 
recently built at Cleveland, in a brief time 
ean be transformed into a formidable com- 
merce destroyer or torpedo boat. It was 
built expressly for such an emergency as it 
is now called upon to meet. It is equipped 
for a torpedo tube and can carry an ugly 
battery of rapid-fire guns. All of the vessels 
are first-rate seagoing craft and all of them 
are fitted with small but effective batteries. 
Their speed varies from fourteen to twenty 
knots. 

All officers of the revenue cutter service 
now on duty with the life-saving service are 
being withdrawn today and assigned to ge 

eir

Two More Torpedo Boats. . 


Arrangements have been made for put- 
ting the torpedo boats Gwyn and Talbot into 
active service as s00n as possible. These 
vessels were built by the Herreshoff com- 
pany and were accepted by the government 
recently after a satisfactory speed trial. 
They are now at the torpedo station re- 
ceiving their outfit. Lieutenant C. 8. Will- 
jams was ordered today to duty in con- 
nection with the outfitting of the Gwyn, and 
Lieutenant W. H. Shoemaker was ordered 
to perform a similar service in the case 
of the Talbot. These orders are preliminary 
to placing the officers named in command of 
the respective torpedo boats, which, it is 
expected, will be ready for active service in 
& few days. | 

The only naval movement reported to the 
Navy department today was the departure 
of the tug Leyden from the League Island 
Navy Yard for Key West. This tug is one

As to the rumored likelihood that 
the naval militia of Ohio, Illinois, and 
Michigan would be called into service, Navy 
department officials said that no steps to 
that end had yet beén taken, but the inti- 
mation was broadly conveyed that they 
would be called upon to serve on the 
monitors. The department is satisfied that 
not only the vessels themselves but also 
the crews, inexperienced though they may 
be, will give good account of themselves if 
any emergency should arise that would put 
them into action: 


Work for Naval Militia. 
The Navy department has taken active 


steps to utilize the: naval militia of 
the New Engiand States and of 
New York in manning the old sin- 


gie-turreted monitors recently called into 
service. To that end Assistant Secretary 
Roosevelt wrote some days ago to the heads 
of the naval militia in Massachusetts and 
New York asking them how quickly they 
could furnish officers and men to take the 
monitors from League Island to their re- 
spective posts at Boston, New York, and 
Portiand. The answer of Massachusetts 
came first and was most satisfactory. It 
stated briefly that the naval militia of Mas- 
sachusetts could furnish officers and men 
immediately for the manning of the moni- 
tors intended for New England points. 

At noon word whs received from New 
York that it would furnish officers and men 
to man the monitors. <It ig intended to 
utilize about three officers for each of the 
monitors, and a sufficient complement of 
men to operate them with the assistance of 
some of the sailors from the regular navy. 
Aside from this reliance On the naval militia, 
the Navy department is perfecting plans for 
detailing officers of the regular navy for 
servic@ on some of the monitors. The first 
order in this connection was issued today, 
when Commander Strong was ordered to 
take command of the monitor Nahant. 

The enlistment of men for the naval 
service is progressing satisfactorily at the 
Washington navy yard, end a good class of 
men is being obtained. Heretofore the en- 
Iistments have been confined to ratings of 
machinists, seamen, and ordinary seamen. 
On the recommendation of Lieutenant J. N. 
Robinson the recrulting officer in charge of 
the rendezyous, Navy department, has au- 
thorized him to Include the enlistment of 
coal passers and firemen, s0 that now the 
enlistments comprehend every rating of the 
enlisted service. 

Lieutenant Colwell at London has been 
directed by the Navy department to urge 
the builders of the recently purchased 
cruiser Albany, formerly the Brazilian ves- 
sel. Abreuall, to hasten the construction 
of the ship with all possible speed. In the 
ordinary course of work the vessel would 
not be completed before next December, but 
it is belleved by officiais of the Navy de- 
partment that if the bulmders. are placed 
under pressure it ean be made ready for 
sea within three months, and peruaps ina 
little less time. 


DOWNS NEGRO IN LOUISIANA. 


Constitutional Convention Takes Ac- 
tion to Remove Him from the 
Political Field. 


New Orleans, La., March 25.—By a vote of 
9 to 28, with eleven delegates absent, the 


Louisiana Constitutional convention today 


adopted a suffrage plan. 

The convention is almost solidly Dem- 
ocratic, and the avowed purpose was to 
eliminate the negro from Louisiana poli- 
tics. The measure adopted, by providing 
for educational and property qualifications 
and a poll tax, is presumed to answer the 
purpose éffectively. At the same time it was 
desired to let in as many white people as 
posible, and this is accomplished by ex- 
empting naturalized voters, as well as those 
who were voters in 1867 with their sons and 
grandsons.

| HUNTED WITH LANTERNS 


Main Building Destroyed, but In- | 


mates Escape Injury. 


WISCONSIN LOSES $100,000. 


Fire last evening destroyed half the main 
building of the Wisconsin State Industrial 
School at Waukesha. Fitty of the older 
boys were set to fighting the flames. They 
took advantage of the darkness resulting 
from the burning of the electric lighting 
plant to slip a , one by one, and the en- 
tire surrounding country became the scene 
of a Diogenes hunt with lanterns, which 
lasted during the greater part of the night. 

Three hundred and fifty boys ranging in 
age from 8 to 14 years were imbibing knowl- 
edge of trades and handicrafts at this in- 
stitution yesterday, some of them with 
their parents’ consent, some to please the 
courts, but few indeed because they liked 
the teachers. 

The school grounds are surrounded by a 
plank fence and close guard is kept on the 
boys to prevent their escape. The majority 
were in the dining hall, across the way from 
the main building, when the fire broke out, 
and only the larger lads were allowed to 
take part In the fire fighting. The fire quick- 
ly attacked the electric dynamo and the en- 
tire school and campus were soon in dark- 
ness, except for the flickering light of the 
flames. 

The guards, servants, and teachers were 
too much engrossed with the fire to pay close 
heed to the boys, and one by one the latter 
in darkened corners dropped their fire buck- 
ets and crept to the fence, Fifty of them 
were over and away before the alarm was 
sounded. . 

The attendants and teachers, as soon as 
they could leave the fire, began scouring the 
country with lanterns in the hope of round- 
ing up the truants, but few were discovered 
up to midnight. 

The main ‘building was in its oldest part 


40 years of age. One-half the structure was . 


destroyed. It was a stone building three 
and four stories high in different parts and 
100x400 feet in size. It was occupied as a 
workroom and dormitory. | 

The fire was discovered in the tailoring 
rooms at 6:15 p. m.. by Night Watchman 
Boyd. The Waukesha fire department was 
summoned by telephone and the sole engine 
of the town responded. Another engine ar- 
rived from Milwaukee by the Chicago and 
Northwestern road at about 9 p. m., after 
the fire was nearly extinguished. 

During the fire the walls of the building 
fell. in and a number of firemen had narrow 
escapes from injury. Explosions of coal oil 
and a steam boiler In the laundry assisted 
the flames, as did the darkness. 

The Industria! School is located half a mile 
from the City of Waukesha. The campus 
comprises ten acres. C. O. America, super- 
intendent, is assisted by a corps of thirty- 
five teachers, with an equa! number of at- 
tendants and servants. There are twelve 
bulidings altogether. | 

The building and other property destroyed 
were valued at $100,000 and there was no in- 
surance. The building was occupied by the 
bakery, knitting factory, boot and shoe 
factory, tailoring d@partment, storeroom, 
and heating and lighting machinery. The 
Waukesha fire department was helpless, as 
the hydrants of the city water plant were 
too distant to permit of effective service. 

The institution was left last night without 
lighting or heating facilities and a demoral- 
ized condition prevailed.

There 
it is no uncommon thing for such an occur- 
rence to take place, for they have no great 
love for foreign singers under any condi- 
tions. Of course, being an American made 
matters worse. 

“The first act went quietly without any 
demonstration, but I was terribly nervous. 
In the second, not having found anything 
yet to displease them, some one up tn the 
gallery yelled ‘Americana!’ Then it began. 
They hooted and hissed for about three min- 
utes. That is I was told it was three minutes. 
It seemed to me like three weeks. The peo- 
ple in the boxes were kind and tried to stop 
them, but all through that act every note I 

nt On for the third act expectin 
be hissed off the stage, and oa sation 
whether I was or not. It was, you know, 
that mad scene, and I was mad. I had no 
fear, only I ‘wondered how I was going to 
get out of town the next day. But I sang, 
and I had not got very far when the audienca 
broke Into applause. The orchestra was 
stopped, and I bowed my thanks. From 
then on things ¢hanged. People seemed to 
try to show they didn't really mean it. 
That settled things, and I was beautifully

Apparent Cause of the Peo- 
ple’s Bank Closing. 


MAY GO RECEIVER. 


Despite Assurances, Suspension 
Is Said to Be Serious. 


SAYS SECURITIES ARE GOOD. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 25.—[Special.]— 
It is stated tonight on high authority that 
a receiver will be appointed for the Peo- 
ple’s Bank, which was closed today, pend- 
ing an examination of its accounts, conse- 
quent upon the death of the cashiér, John 
S. Hopkins. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 25.—[Special.]— 
The sudden death of John 8S. Hopkins, 
cashier of the People’s Bank, is today ad- 
mitted to have been suicide. The Coroner 
officially announced that Mr. Hopkins shot 
himself through the head with a revolver 
at 7 o'clock Thursday morning. Thus was 
light thrown upon the action of the direct- 
ors of the bank in suspending business, and 
upon the assignment of the Guarantors’ 
Finance company to Clay Kemble and Hen- 
ry Clay. The amount of money involved in 
the Complications is problematical, but it 
can safely be placed at more than a million. 

The liabilities of the Guarantors’ company 
are placed at $1,047,500. The sum said to, 
have been loaned to Richard T. Loper by 
Cashier Hopkins on Guarantor securities is 
said to be between $500,000 and $600,000. 

False entries have been found in Mr. Hop- 
kins’ books, and other transactions are 
known of in connection with which no en- 
tries were made atall. Experts are hard at 
work in an effort to unravel the tangle, but 
» it will be several days before the exact situ- 
ation is known. President James McManus 
of the People’s Bank, whose poor health has 
recently prevented him taking an active part 
in the management of the institution, is 


prostrated by the discovery of 
the unworthiness of the man in 
whom he had the utmost confidence.

Loper Pleads Innocence. 


Mr. Loper admits no consciousness of 
wrongdoing in this connection. He declares 
that the securities given for his loans are 
good, and that they have only been ques- 
tioned because some of them were not list- 
ed. He declares that he has acted in a 
straightforward manner, and expresses con- 
fidence that the value on his securities will 
eventually be verified. Mr. Loper announces 
that he has no fear of arrest, and has no 
intention of running away. The report that 
warrants have been issued for arrests in 
connection with. the People’s suspension 
lacks confirmation. The State of Pennsyl- 
vania has $505,000 on deposit in the sus- 
pended institution, and the City of Phila- 
delphia $52,000... The paid up capital stock 
of the bank is $150,000. It has a surplus 
fund of $250,000, and deposits to the amount 
of nearly $70,000. The bulk of the bank's 
money is said to be owned by the Kemble 
estate, and Mr. McManus and the friends 
of the latter say he may be relied upon to do 
anything that is possible for the benefit of 
the bank’s creditors. 

Coroner Ashbridge today issued a signed 
statement concerning the suicide of John 8. 
Hopkins, cashier of the People’s Bank, in 
which he said: 

‘Yesterday morning about 7 o’clock John 
S. Hopkins, aged 50 years, residing at 2125 
Spruce street, shot himself in the head with 
a revolver in his sitting-room, while suffer- 
ing temporary aberration of mind. His 
widow and three daughters are prostrated 
and in a mental condition that any undue 
publicity might possibly cause their deaths. 


No One Heard the Shot. | 


“I was told by Mr. Hopkins’ brother-in- 
law that Mr. Hopkins had shot himself, as 
I have described in my statement,” said the 
Coroner. “I then began an investigation 
and learned through my officers the follow- 
ing facts: 

** Mr. Hopkins always arose early and gen- 
erally ate his breakfast and left for the bank 
before his wife and daughters came down- 
stairs. Yesterday morning he arose at his 
usual time, and the servants heard him in 
the bathroom. The housemaid thought that 
he was very slow in coming to breakfast 
and went to tell him that it was ready. 

** When the girl reached the top of the first 
flight of stairs she saw Mr. Hopkins tying 
on the floor of the sitting-room. She wefit 
into the room and was horrified to see the 
revolver lying by his side and blood flowing 
from a wound in the head. The girl aroused

FLOOD IS NEAR. 


END OF 


WATER IS STILL RISING AT 
_ POINTS, BUT SLOWLY. 
At Cincinnati the Grand Central Sta- 
‘tion May Be Abandoned Tomorrow 
—Ratlroad Situation Improved, but 
Days Mast Blapse Before All Service 
‘Can Be Resumed—At Pittsburg the 
‘Worst Is Over—There Is Desolation 
‘at Parkersburg, West Virginia. 


Cincinnati, O., March 25.—[Special.]—So 
far as the interior of the States of Ohio 
and. Indiana . is concerned the worst of 
the flood”is over. The principal thing to 
‘be feared now is that the deposits of drift, 
mud, and filth in streets, alleys, yards, and 
cellars will cause much sickness. Relief 
committees in all the cities are doing all 
in their power to relieve the sufferings 
of the destitute. : 

At all points. the. danger marks are either 
out of sight or nearly so. The river here 
showed fifty-three feet at 6 o’clock and 
was coming up at the rate of four inches 
an hour. If ‘the rise continues all night 
trains will not be able to enter Grand Cen- 
tral Station, as the water will put out the 
engine fires. At least fifty-five or fifty-six 
feet may be expected here before the limit 
is reached. 

The railroad sifuation is greatly improved, 
yet ‘trains are moved only with difficulty 
and but little attempt is made to conform 
to schedule time. - At Portsmouth the bridge 
across the Scioto, owned by the Cincin- 
nati, Portsmouth and Virginia, and used 
also by the Baltimore and Ohio Southwest- 
ern, gave way at 1 o'clock this afternoon. 
Baltimore and Ohio trains are going east by 
a detour on several other tracks. The 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton expects to 


The Big Four announces that trains are now 
running all right on its system. The Penn- 
sylvania is running no trains and accept- 
ing no business between Columbus and 
Hudson, where it uses the Cleveland, Ak- 
ron and Columbus road. 

At Portsmouth, O., the Ohio River passed 
the danger point, fifty feet, this morning. 
It is now fifty-three feet, rising four inches 
an hour. The Burgess steel and iron works, 
the Portsmouth structural steel and iron 
works, and the Portsmouth firebrick works 
have been compelled to shut down. Fifty- 
eight feet is expected, which will close near- 
ly every manufacturer in the city. 


‘Singular Accident Is Fatal. 


At Marietta, O., this afternoon guests of 
the St. Cloud Hotel were precipitated from 
the porch roof where they sat to see the 
street, which was covered by seven feet of 
water from the flooded Ohio River, and one, 
George Hudson, an undertaker of this city, 
was drowned. After an hour’s work his 
body was recovered. 

Near Camden, O., Bert Plumer, returning 
to his farm from the city, attempted to 
cross a swollen stream. His buggy was 
upset and he was‘thrown out and drowned. 
The body was recovered.

The 
city is still in utter darkness, as the water 
must fall four feet before the light plant 
can be worked. John R. McLean of Cin- 
cinnati tonight contributed $500 to the gen- 
eral relief fund, making funds in its hands 
nearly $4,000. Rations are being issued to 
over 900 families, besides those being cared 
for by benevolent and charitable organiza- 
tions. A million dollars will scarcely cover 
damage to property and loss to business. 
It will take about $200,000 to restore the 
county roads and bridges. The Ohio canal 
aqueduct at Frazeyburg went out tonight, 
and Drone’s mill, the largest flouring mill 
in this part of the State, is threatened with 
destruction.

Parkersburg, W. Va., March 25.—This city 
presents a scene of desolation today, causcd 
by the flood. The river is still rising, al- 
though very slowly. The stage is 47 feet 2 
inches.

MAY W. WINS AT INGLESIDE 


The talk about a possible race meeting at 
the Washington Park Jockey club track 
during the approaching summer has revived, 
and with it the interesting statement that 
if a meeting should be held it would be with 
only such betting as prevails on the Bastern 
tracks. On the Hastern tracks there is no 
open betting, such as formerly prevailed 
there and now prevails on all other tracks 
throughout the country. There are no book- 
makers’ stands and the pencilers are not al- 
lowed to post slates. If there is betting it is 
largely done without passing of money at the 
race course. 

Of course only men who are known to .ne 
“ bookies "’ can have the fun of backing tneir 
choices under such a system as this, and it 
has often been declared that betting of that 
kind would be a flat failure in Chicago, where 
there are not so many big bettors who are 
well known to the men that lay odds, 

Nevertheless, Eastern racing has thrived 
under the new system, notwithstanding 
many predictedeat the time of its adoption 
that it would be a failure, and considering 
the standing of the Washington Park Jockey 
club it is believed by some that organization 
could make anything succeed in Chicago that 
had prospered about New York. 

Of course those who think the South Side 
track may give such a meeting are foing on 
the assumption that it will mot make the 
track officials, or even the bookmakers them- 
selves, amenable to law. If betting is done 
without any money being posted, they as- 
sert, no one is Hable to arrest. 

On the other hand, many declare that the 
great mass cf racegoers in Chicago wil) be 
debarred from betting by this system, and 
the meeting must therefore be a failure. 


It is said a local bookmaker has been ap-— 


proached by a director of the Washington 
Park Jockey club and asked what he thought 
the betting privileges would be worth under 
such a system of betting. This bookmaker 
went to Cincinnati a few days after the 
interview, and Cincinnati papers declare he 
has been in earnest consultation with one or 
two bookmakers there, suggesting the idea 
that it may have been with reference to the 
inquiry coming from the Washington Park 
club. It is known, however, that the ques- 
tion put to the bookmaker was not the result 
of any official action by the South Side club. 
That organization has taken no action, ‘t is 
thought, and the subject of a racing meeting, 
it Is claimed, is being quietly agitated only 
by a few of the members, who are trying to 
find out what can be done before they make 
the actual proposition for a meeting. 

As to whether a meeting would pay with 
such restricted betting horsemen differ. 
One said yesterday: “ The betting privileges 
would not be worth much under such a sys- 
tem and the track would have to depend 
on the gate receipts to pay the expenses 
of its meeting. Well, that’s the old story, 
-you know; the people won't go if they can’t 
bet. But maybe a club like Washington 
Park can make it pay, anyhow. One thing 
may be depended on—they don’t want the 
betting for what money they can get out of 
it. All the betting they want is what it will 
be necessary to have to attract the people. 
Perhaps they can strike the right kind of a 
compromise and bring off a meeting. If they 
do every horseman in the country will be 


tickled.”’

BIG MATCH IS IN PROSPECT. 


Long Branch, N. J., March 25.—[Special.) 
—The greatest live-bird shoot the world has 
ever known was concluded today, and re- 
sulted in the success of EB. D. Fulford of 
Utica, N. Y. 

The finish was a contest between the East 
and the West, and the East won. George 
W. Loomis of Omaha, Neb., was the last 
man to stand against Fulford, but his twen- 
ty-third bird got away, and the Utica man 
was victor. 

The day was ideal for pigedn shooting. It 
was cool, calm, and bright, with a light 
wind, though not sufficient to affect the 
flight of the birds. The birds were a good 
lot, yet only a small proportion belonged 
to the class called stemwinders. 

Promptly at 10 o’clock J. A. R. Elliott with 
his pump gun, and the first man to finish 
yesterday with a clean twenty-five, stepped 
to the score at No, 2 set of traps to contest 
‘for the big silver trophy. Elliott drew a 
swift outgoer from the middle trap. He 
stirred a feather or two with his first shot, 
but the bird ducked the second and got 
away. 

Walter Patton of Long Branch was the 
second shooter. He killed a left quartering 
outgoer with two barrels. Fulford then 
made a pretty kill on a right quartering out- 
goer, Bender slaughtered a driver to the 
right. Loomis grassed a right quarterer in 
fine style. Jim Jones Davis brought down an 
incomer with his first barrel, and Wagner 
missed a swift tailer to the right. Heikes 
with his pump gun killed a swift mover to 
the right, and Laflin, the only man wearing 
the gray sweater of the Westerners, got 
a rousing reception when he made his first 
kill. Patton continued to kill up to his 
tenth, really the first good bird he had, a 
right.quarter outgoer, which he missed clean 
with two barrels, : 


Heikes Out of It. 


Heikes knocked his fourth bird down with 
his first shot, but failed to kill him with his 
second. The bird got up and wabbled dead 
Just over the wire. Bender missed his elev- 
enth bird, a slow, easy one, from trap No. 5. 
Jones missed his fourteenth, but it managed 
to flounder several feet outside the boundary. 
Lafiin hit his seventh bird with his first bar- 
rel, but it managed to escape the second 
charge, and, after flying fifty yards, fell 
over the fence dead. 

At the fourteenth bird there were but two 
shooters left—Fulford and Loomis, the East 
against the West. Bird after bird was clev- 
erly stopped until at the twenty-third round 
old veterans were pairing up and down ready 
to explode with enthusiasm. Suddenly a war 
burst forth. Loomis’ twenty-third bird was 
geen to go over the wire. Fulford was the 
winner of the grand American handicap sil- 
ver trophy. He was picked up by several of 
his crowd and carried into the Casino. It had 
taken forty-eight straight kills to win and the 
Grand American Handicap of 1898 had passed 
into. history.

Fulford’s Successful Career. 

BH. D. Fulford, the winner of the trophy, 
was born in Long Hill, Conn., in 1862. By 
occupation he is a telegraph and telephone 
contractor. He has been shooting all his 
His first public match was at Newark, 
N. J., in 1801, where he defeated a cele- 
brated wing shot, Charles Headen, in a 
hundred-bird race for $250 a side by a score 
of 96 to 88. He defeated Frank Class at 
Philadelphia in 1891 in a race at 100 birds 
for $250 a side, the score standing 88 to 87. 
Again at Marion, N. J., the same year, under 
the same conditions,.- he defeated the re- 
doubtable Captain Brewer, killing 100 live 
birds straight in one match and 99 out of 100 
in another. Counting those shot in prac- 
tice, he established the world’s reeord of 
104 straight. He has an unofficial record of 
421 straight, made at Altoona, Pa., Nov. 
10, 1887; 126 straight in practice at Marion, 
N. J., Nov. 11, 1891; 100 straight in match 
Nov. 11, and 15 in practice the next day, 
making in all a run of 240 live birds killed in 
succession within the regulation boundary. 
As a target shot he has won many high 
honors at big tournaments. ~ 


Big Match in Prospect. 

‘Within a few minutes after the finish of 
the grand American Frank Parmlee of Oma- 
ha and Captain Brewer of New York shot a 
match at 100 live pigeons for $200, in which 
Brewer was defeated by a score of 94 to 90. 
The Parmlee-Brewer match led to one for 
$25 a side, twenty-five birds per man, be- 
tween T. A. Marshall, 30 yards, Keithsburg, 
Til., and Dr. J. G. Knowlton, 28 yards, New 
York. Knowlton won by a score of 24 to 22, 

Within a few days Captain Brewer of New 
York will issue a challenge in Tue TRIBUNE 
which will be accepted by Fred Gilbert of 
Iowa. The match will be shot under the 
rules governing the Dupont trophy, and a 
side bet of $2,500 to $5,000. It will be a 500 
bird event, 200 the first day, and 300 the séc- 
ond, the 100 birds shot at for the trophy to 
count as part of the 500. Brewer‘s friends 
are to place a deposit of $500 with the Forést 
and Stream within ten days. The match 
will take place in April at Watson's Park, 
Chicago.

This 
will be the first building of that character 
to break into the aristocratic precincts of the 
drive. Plans have been prepared by Ed- 
mund R. Krause and involve an expenditure 
of $75,000. 

Mr, Clarke said he did not look for any 
opposition to the proposed building, though 
the idea of an apartment building hag not 
been pleasing to the residents of the Lake 
Shore drive in past years, when other hold- 
ers of adjoining property have proposed such 
construction. 

“I don't see how any one could object

Site and Building. 


The site has a frontage of 80 feet in the 
Lake Shore drive, 80 in Stone street, and 
43% in Goethe street. Mr. Clarke owns all 
the triangle except the point where Stone 
street runs into the Lake Shore drive. This 
is owned by Potter Palmer, but is too small 
alone to be of any use for building purposes, 

When completed the building will tower to 
a height of I80 feet and will be fireproof 
throughout. At the north end, where it 
reaches the dividing line between ua 
Clarke’s lot and Mr. Palmer’s grounds, i's 
width will be 23% feet. The style adupted 
is Venetian. The material will be stone. 
Roman tile, and terra cotta. The stairway 
will be iron and marble. 

Altogether there will he ten apartments, 
five on each side. The eleventh floor will be 
devoted to laundries and storerooma, Half 
the apartments will contain eight rooms and 
the other half nine rooms. The rentals will 
be from $1,500 to $2,000 a year. 


Arrangement of Apartments. 
Each apartment will be in two floors, the 


sleeping rooms and bachroom will be above 
the parlor floor. The apartmefits will be 


{ finished with mahogany, birch. atid oak, and 


handsomely decoratel. will be pro- 
vided with mantels, consoles, sideboards, 
and hardwood floors. 

The main entrance will face Lake Shore 
drive. A side entrance will be made from 
Stone street for tradesmen. ‘The elevator 
leading from the main entrance will be ac- 
cessible from each floor. 

Mr. Clarke said he would proceed with the 
censtruction of the building within three or 
four weeks. It will be finushed in four or six 
months from the time it is started. 

Mr. Clarke said there was no rule against 
apartment buildings in the drive. The only 
restrictions were against saloons and stables. 
No building line was enforced, he said. —

To Be Used as Torpedo, Picket, 
or Dispatch Boats. 


GUNS FOR NAVAL RESER 


Chicago Marine Militia Gets 800 Maga- 
zine Rifles. 


BUSTLE AT ALL THE ARMORIES. 


_ “Revenue cujter Calumet will go to the 


coast. 

This Was the wording of a dispatch re- 

ceived yesterday evening by Captain Cush- 

, commander of the revenue cutter, that 
has been undergoing repairs at the South 
Chicago dry docks, and about the same time 
a message identical with this was received 
by Captain A. B. Davis of the revenue cutter 
Gresham, whose duties have kept it sta- 
tioned at Milwaukee. 

Both messages were signed by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, under whose jurisdic- 
tion the boats are, and on the arrival of the 
telegrams the crews became enthusiastic 
and made every effort to get the boats in 
readiness for quick clearing. Early in the 
afternoon the officers were advised to have 
everything tn order, and shortly after came 
the sailing orders. 

The Calumet has been tied up at the Rush 
street bridge during the winter, and two 
weeks ago Captain Cushing had his boat 
dry docked for repairs. With all speed pos- 
sible it is expected that the boats will be in 
readiness to leave by the middle of next 
week, and will try to plow through the ice 
in the Straits of Mackinac. | 

To Carry Rapid-Fire Guns. 

Neither officer has received explicit orders 
as te which navy yard he shall proceed, but 
it Is expected that such orders will arrive 
before the start of the boats. Both cutters 
ean render excellent service as torpedo 
picket or dispatch boats. They will be 
equipped with six or eight inch Hotchkiss 
guns, in addition to a gatling gun. The 
Gresham is fitted with a tube for launching 
an eighteen-inch Whitehead torpedo, which 
is sufficient to destroy the most powerful 
battleship afloat. 

‘The boats average nineteen knots and 
earry coal sufficient for ten days’ use. They 
will go via Buffalo and the St. Lawrence, 
aud the overhang aft will have to be re- 
aaoved to allow of passage through the 
Welland Canal. The Gresham carries a 
crew of forty-six men, and now has twer.ty 
aboard, but the others will be recruited as 
rapidly as possible, The Calumet is operated 
by a much smaller complement of men and 
is carrying at the present time a crew of 
fifteen. | 

Captain Davis received a telegram late last 

night giving: him the choice of accompany- 
ing the Gresham to the coast or taking com- 
mand of the steamer Fessenden, which is 
to do duty in place of the Gresham on the 
Sault River. He answered at once that hé 
the Gresham if permitted 

Excitement was the erder the 
locai military and Naval rve 
yesterday, as the result of reports that nal 
orders had been received from Washington 
to prepare *‘ for the front.”’

J. Wil- 
son at the Hydrographic office, in the Ma- 
sonic Temple, and have also reported three 
times at the armory. These, with twenty 
men who have been detailed at the armory 
several hours each day cleaning up weapons 
and packing equipments, have been acting 
under orders from Commander Harrison, 
who is carrying out the instructions re- 
ceived some days ago from Assistant Secre- 


tary of the Navy Roosevelt.

LEITER REFUSES TO DISCUSS THE 
REPORTED AGREEMENT. 


Armour Speaks Guardedly and Says 


Grain Out of Chicago—Weare De- 
clares He Has Heard Nothing of the 
Allegea Understanding Jaly and 
May Prices Drop—Loading of Vessels 


Joseph Leiter—I; wil! neither deny nor confirm 
the rumor of any amicable arrangement between 
myself, , and Weare. I will not discuss 
the matter. | 

P. D, Armour—I have nothing to say about any 
agreement. The reason why wheat is not com- 
ing here from the Northwest is that the spread be- 
tween the markets there and here will not allow 
it to come. The aiivance in rail rates has made 
it impossible to work wheat on the old differences. 
When the markets get right you will see the wheat 
come if it is in the country. 

P. B. Weare—I have not heard of any combina- 
tion having a bearing on the movement of North- 
western wheat. The wheat is being loaded out of 
all our houses and Leiter is getting as fine a lot 
of wheat as ever was collected in this market. 


The foregoing was all the principals in 
analleged compact intended to relieve Leiter 
of the inflow of Northwestern spring wheat 
would volunteer regarding a rumor current 
on the Board of Trade.

JAMES PAYN IS DEAD. 


WELL KNOWN AS A MAGAZINE ED- 
ITOR, NOVELIST, AND POET. 


} 
' At the Age of Twenty-eight He Edited 
Chambers’ Journal and Later Be- 
came Associated with the Cornhill 
Magazsine—Author of “Some Liter- 
ary Recollections” and Other Fa- 
‘millar Works—Gradtate of Trinity 


| College and a Writer of Versatility. 


London, March 25.—James Payn, the novel- 
ist and journalist, is dead. 


James Payn was born in Cheltenham, Eng- 
land, in 1880. He was. educated at Eton, 
Woolwich Academy, and Trinity College, 
Cambridge. He graduated from the latter 
in 1854. In 1858 he became editor of Cham- 
bers’ Journal, which post he held for a num- 
ber of years: In.1882 he succeeded Leslie 
Stephen as editor of the Cornhill Magazine. 
He was a well known contributor to the 
Nineteenth Century and other periodicals. 

As a novelist and writer of books his 
work was extensive and varied. Some of his 
earlier novels were published anonymously. 
In 1852 he published a volume of ‘‘ Tales from 
Boccaccio and followed this the‘next year 
with a volume of poems. Then came a long 
series Of novels. In 1884 he published a much 
rent volume called *‘ Some Literary Recol- 

tions.’’- 


TOBACCO MEN MAY JOIN. 


CIGARET TRUST HOPES TO ANNEX 
MEMBERS OF PLUG COMBINE. 


Deal Involving $16,000,000 Said to Be 
Near a Consummation—Promises to 
End a Fight That Has Cost a For- 
tune—Deaths of Former Managers of 
Big St. Louis Concerns Remove Op- 
position to a Consolidation—Dram- 
mond and Liggitt & Myers in It. 


Tf present negotiations succeed the cigaret 
trust will absorb its big rivals in the pl 
tobacco business within the next few weeks, 
and thus put an end to a war that has lasted 
for three years and cost a fortune. Ac- 
cording to information received by insiders 
yesterday it was ail but certain the big St. 
Louis concerns, which have resisted all ef- 
forts at purchase, would capitulate and 
become part of the trust. 

The present effort at purchase of rivals 
was begun by the trust three months ago. 
In 1895, when the trust suddenly began the 
manufacture of plug tobacco, the Drum- 
mond and the Leggitt & Myers companies 
of St. Louis, the principal manufacturers 
of plug tobacco, immediately retorted by 
placing cigarets on the market at prices 
below those quoted by the trust. The trust 
replied by selling plug tobacco below the 
cost of production. 

During ‘the war which foMlowed, at a cost 
estimated by some jobbers to have run 
into the millions, numerous overtures were 
made to the St. Louis people, but the two 
old men who were at the head of the con- 
cerns named rejected every proposal. 

Within the last few months both Mr. Lig- 
gett of the Liggett & Myers company and 
J. Drummond of the Drummond company 
have died. The former carried his opposi- 
tion to the trust into his will, which for- 
bade the sale of his stock in the company 
to the trust unless the heirs of three-quar- 
ters of it consented. 

The scheme on which the trust is said to 
be working involves the sale of the majority 
of the Liggett & Myers stock to the Drum- 
mond company, and afterwards the pur- 
chase of the latter. The present head of the 
Drummond company, it is said, will become 
Vice President of the trust, In the place of 
Major Ginter, who recently died. 

No trouble is anticipated in securing the 
plants at Middletown, O., belonging to the 
Sorg company, and those at Jersey City, 
owned by the Lorillards. The amount in- 
volved in the deal is stated to be upwards 
of $10,000,000. The trust has a surplus of 
nearly $7,000,000, part of which will be used. 
The rest will be easily raised. Jobbers said 
yesterday that big men in the trade in this 

city alone “would .subscribe upwards of 
$500,000. 


“War with Spain may interfere,” said a 
jobber yesterday, ‘‘ but I hardly think so. 
I expect the plan to be consummated inside 
the next few weeks. The American Tobacco 
company now controls the cigaret business 
of the country. The result of fetching the 
plug tobacco business into its hands will 
not necessarily be to cause an advance in 
prices to consumers. Prices may be low- 
ered, although, of course, this is doubtful, 
because of production being cheapened by 
the numerous economies that can be ef- 
fected.”’

Legislators Claim to Be Wrongly 
Recordedin Its Favor.

Secretary Glenn Has Letters from Many

MATTER IN ATTORNEY’S HANDS. 


Attorney Levy Mayer, ds counsel for the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ association, has re- 
ceived from Secretary Glenn of the associa- 
tion a mass of evidence the latter has col- 
lected concerning the manner in which the 
“Nohe fire escape law” was put through 
the Fortieth General Assembly in its regu- 
lar session. 

_The association is preparing to test the 
constitutionality of that provision of the 
law which requires the owners of buildings | 
more than two stories in height and used’ 
for manufacturing purposes to have an 
automatic metallic fire escape for every 
twenty-five persons ; in addition to 
the regular metallic ladder or stair fire 
escape. | 

“ A great effort is being made,” said Sec- 
retary Glenn yesterday, “ by those who are 
trying to force the Nohe device on the peo- 
ple, to create the impression that the as- 
sociation is against legitimate fire escapes. 
Its officers are in favor of every practical 
plan that will assist in the protection of life, | 
but they are against the Nohe aw, because | 
it provides for a useless device. The former | 
fire escape law provided that there should be 
one metallic ladder or stair fire escape for 
every fifty persons. Mr, Nohe injected 
into it a provision for an automatic escape

Object Is to Erect a $500,000 Power- 
House at Twentieth and Grove for 
the Cosmopolitan Electric Company 
—Down-Town District to Be Invaded 
with Cheap Electricity—Stocks Are 
Down Again — Money Is Firmer— 
Sales on Stock Exchange. 


Incorporation papers will be taken out at 
ngfield this morning for the Cosmopol- 


-j{tan Construction company—which company 


js to come into being for the purpose of 
«“ constructing electric plants and systems ”’ 
—in accordance with the provisions of the 
Cosmopolitan electric ordinance passed in 
March, 1895—on the same night and in behalf 
ef the same interests that the Ogden ordl- 
nance was also passed. 

The company to be chartéred today will 
have a capitalization of $500,000. The in- 
corporators are C. R. Holden, A. 8. Aus- 
trian, and Carl Mayer, all of the firm of 
Kreus, Moran & Mayer, attorneys for the 
Cosmopolitan Electric company. The new 
company will be an adjunct of the 
Cosmopolitan Electric company, and is to 
begin active conversion of that company 
from an organization “on paper’”’ and 
known to the public at large only by reputa- 
tion, to a company which Is to enter intoa 
brisk competition for the business of sup- 
plying the city with electric light, also, ac- 
cording to the scope of the ordinance, with 
electrical power and with telephone facil- 


“ a quiet sort of way the owners of the 
Cosmopolitan franchise have been working 
for the last twelve months to get their com- 
pany in shape for actual business. About 
six weeks ago the old Cyrus Dupee packing 
plant at Twentieth and Grove streets ona 
jot 150x200 feet, near the river, was pur- 
chased for $50,000, and to avoid too much 
publicity the deed was made out to B. Neu, 
cashier of the International Bank. The 
$500,000 furnished through the construction 
company to be organized tcday will be ex- 


' pended in the erection of a plant which will 


supply electricity for the whole Southwest 
Side and downtown disfricts, and at cheaper 
cost than is now being supplied by other 
electric companies, 

Another announcement which may bring 
surprise to many people is that the Cos- 
mopolitan Electric already has 
seventy-five miles of conduit laid throughout 
the city. The whole lengths of Jackson 
street, ashington boulevard, Ogden ave- 
nue, a North Clark street have been re- 
cently underlaid with conduits, during street 
paving operations, with comparatively few 
people knowing about it. The work of con- 
struction will now be chiefiy in bringing 
wires from the power-house to be erected at 
Twentieth and Grove, under the City rail- 
way streets to the business district and tun- 
neling the river to the North and West Sides. 
Other power-houses are to be erected as the 
system extends. The intended site for one 
plant near Ravenswood is on ground the 
ownership of which is at present involved 
in the Globe Savings Bank litigation. 

San, Plan as Ogden Company. 

The saime people are back of the Cosmo- 
politan Electric company who are back of 
the Ogden Gas company, which is the only 
remaining competitor of the ‘“ gas trust.’’ 
It was not expected at the time of the 
passage of the famous twin ordinances 
that either company would ever amount to 
more than concerns on paper, organized for 
the purpose of being sold out to existing 
companies. In each case early calculations 


_ have not proved true. 


The Cosmopolitan Electric company has 
a capital stock of $2,000,000—and the new 
construction company will be paid for its 
work in this stock. The capitalization of 
the new company might be less—except for 
the legal necessity of protecting the direc- 
tors from Hability. Attorney Mayer said 
yesterday: “The newly organized con- 
struction company will have the same rela- 
tion to the Cosmopolitan Electric company 
that the Western Republic company bore 
to the Ogden Gas company, whose plant it 
constructed.’’

BUSINESS IN LUMBER BRISK AND 
STEADILY GROWING. 


Hardwoods Especially Active Owing to 
Increased Quantities Being Used by 
Implement Makers and Manutfactur- 
ers in Pretty Much All Lines—Heavy 
Conditions of Country Roads Inter- 
fering Somewhat with Deliveries in 
the Agricultural Districts. 


Compared with the conditions of inactiv- 
ity which prevailed at this time last year, 
and the indifferent volume of winter trade, 
all the branches of lumber are entirely sat- 
isfactory to the interests engaged therein. 
The improved conditions apply alike to 


: the pines and hardwoods. About the only 


thing affecting any branch of the trade is 
the fact that the country roads are so bad 
that quantities of lumber wanted through- 
out the agricultural districts cannot be 
hauled. This, in many sections, is mak- 
ing it just a little slow for the retailer, al- 
though the wholesaler, having already 
made his shipments, is not especially af- 
fected. 

In nearly all quarters there is a general 
disposition to advance prices, based on a 
realization of the fact that values are now 
and for some months have been too low to 
yield satisfactory profits to handiers on 
either a large or small scale. It will bea 
decided surprise to the entire local whole- 
sale trade if final figures on March sales do 
not far exceed any of the compilations 
recently made at the month's end. Busi- 
ness at city yards is somewhat affected by 
a hesitancy in the resumption of spring 
building operations, but it is confidently be- 
lieved time will remove this feature before 
it becomes of a size to- be discouraging.

FIFTY-NINE STOCKS DECLINE. 


Wall Street Not Now Figuring Wheth- 
er There Will Be War, but How 
Long It Will Last. 


[SPECIAL BY H. ALLAWAY.] 

New York, March 25.—Wall street’s game 
of demoralization proceeds. In today’s se- 
curity market there was the same sort of 
liquidation which has been going on right 
along, and efforts to disguise the facts are 
being put aside. Three stocks went up to- 
day as much as a whole point. One of.them 
is a little Western gas concern, and the 
other two are the common preferred shares 
of an unimportant Minnesota railroad, 
whose affairs have been turned over to a 
group of money lenders here who, through 
manipulation, are trying to make apparent 
value. The stocks which went down number 
fifty-nine. The list includes practically 
every important property dealt in here. 
Some stocks dropped ten and a dozen points. 
A notable feature in the day’s record was 
that properties quoted the highest showed 
the most weakrfess. 

So serious is the situation become that it 
is a mild statement of fact to point out that 
apparently the period is approached where 
not merely ordinary traders and investors 
are concerned, but where what may be even 
a rich man’s panic is threatened. All this is 
deplorable. But in the face of foreign war 
the result is much more natural than have 
been some crude efforts in many quarters 
to manipulate market quotations recklessly 
upward. 

It is not agreeable to be bearish, but bull- 
ishness at this juncture is not sanity. They 
are fooled worst in Wall street who fool 
themselves. The immediate outlook is fora 
considerably lower range of market values. 
Only the quick establishmen t of peace can 

revent a panic. 

F Two or three times recently I have quoted 
in these dispatches the views of James R. 
Keene, who happens to be just now the most 
conspicuous figure among active stock mar- 
ket traders. Here is the way Mr. Keene 
summarizes the situation tonight: . 

“ The influence of the critical state of the 
diplomatic relations between Spain and the 
United States becomes more dominating as 
the time approaches when desperate action 
by the American government will be imper- 
ative. It is evident on all hands that prepa- 
rations are making to meet the contingency 
of the worst outcome of the present situation, 
It is unfortunate that this policy is being 
pursued by the leading bankers and finan- 
ciers of Wall atreet. It tends to lessen the 
extent of the shock should Hostilities un- 
happily break out. The shrinkage in values 
since the blowing up of the Maine has al- 
reaay lessened the danger of collapse. There 
are no general inflations of commission- 
house account, and a great deal of capital 
undoubtedly is prepafed to purchase stocks 
cutright on any sudden break in values. So 
far, however, there has been nothing pan- 
icky, sudden, or abrupt in the course of the 
recent declines. Prices shrank away yes- 
terday and today merely because there was 
little support when stock came upon the mar- 
ket, and covering of shorts went on at inter- 
vals, causing occasional rallies. 

“There are wide differences of opinion as 
to the effect of unfavorable news, e most 
important speculative interests in the street 
believe the market liable to have a material 
decline. They claim that stock will come 
from unexpected places and in unexpected 
yolume if war becomes an actuality. Off- 
setting this is the opinion of many conserva- 
tive brokers who declare that stocks will be 
bought for.investment on any material de- 
cline. 

“The question to be considered at the 
moment is, should war with Spain be de- 
clared and hostilities between the navies of 
the United States and Spain become an es- 
tablished fact, what would be the lowest 
price railroad stocks would reach? 

* This would; we suppose, depend upon the 
duration of the war. Many are of the opin- 
ion that it would only cover a short period, 
while others think that it might last a year 
or more. 

“ With such a diversity of opinion on this 
subject it would appear that to be able to 
discount the future of stock market values 
would be a problem very difficult to solve

There are few 
American baritones of his ability, knowl- 
edge, and style, so that his place will be 
hard to fill, for he was not merely a solo 
concert singer of entertaining quality, but 
an artist who by long and careful study and 
musical intellectual quality of a high order 
was able to coJperate with such organiza- 
tions as the Chicago Orchestra, the Apollo 
club, and other organizations in the produc- 
tion of large and important works. His posi- 
tion as a singer is attested not alone by his 
success here, but by the reputation he made 
in New York and other Eastern cities 
and by the satisfaction he gave to English 
critics during his recent visit to London. 
Apart from the high position he held in 
music and the pleasure he gave by the charm 
of his voice and his style of vocalism, Mr. 
Holmes had made a wide circle of friends by 
his charming and genial yet dignified per- 
sonality. Few ever made his acquaintance 
without being strongly attracted to him by 
his engaging qualities and high character 
as agentieman. Though he had been an in- 
valid for three or four years past no admis- 
sion of iliness ever escaped him, and, 
though he must have felt that his case was 
hopeless, he was the same cheerful, genial 
gentleman to the end, and followed the 
active duties of the.profession which he so 
much loved until his voice was silenced by 
absolute prostration. He will leave a large 
circle of friends to mourn his untimely loss. 


WHAT IS PRESIDENT M’KINLEY’S 
POLICY? 

The present policy of the President, as 

outlined in the latest and most reliable 
Washington dispatches, is about as fol- 
lows: The report received at the White 
House on the destruction of the Ameri- 
ean warship Maine by the Spanicrds is 
to be sent to Congress in a few days, where 
it will be gabbled about for some time, 
but nothing is to be done. The treacherous 
blowing up of an American war vessel and 
the murder of its crew are not to be treat- 
ed as a cause for immediate war, but only 
as a disagreeable Spanish “ mcident ” fast 
dying out in the public memory. 
Then the President is to send in to Con- 
gress the consular reports on starvation 
of the people of Cuba, , together with a 
message recommending an appropriation 
of half a million with which to buy food 
for the 250,000 surviving “ reconcentrados.” 
More than that number have been starved 
to death by Spain and need no help here- 
after and need not trouble the consciences 
of our Cabinet, or Congress, or Wall street 
hereafter. | 

The proposition is that the food sup- 
plies when purchased by our government 
shall be shipped to Cuba in naval ves- 
sels and that their distribution shall be 
attended to exclusively by American of- 
ficials. It is stated that it will take until 
about the middle of April or Ist of May 
to gather up half a million dollars’ worth 
of provisions and clothes and ship the stuif 
to Cuba. 

The belief at Washington now is that 
Spain will refuse to permit the distribu- 
tion of the supplies to the starving, suf- 
fering people by American agents of the 
navy on the ground that “it would be an 
unwarranted and impertinent interference 
with the domestic affairs of Cuba, which 
belong exclusively to Spain.” | 

Then it is “hinted,” very gently and 
vaguely, that if Spain does refuse to let 
the Americans open and manage souphouses 
for the starving Cubans in cities which 
the Spaniards still hold, the President 
will resort to “ armed intervention,” what- 
ever that may mean, in order to feed the 
starving ‘“‘reconcentrados.” The soup- 
houses will be established at the muzzles of 
guns and McKinley will order his troops to 
feed the starving Cubans at the point of the 
bayonet. 

The policy of the administration seems 
to be based on the assumption that, al- 
though nearly half a million Cuban-born 
Americans have been starved to death by 
Spain and of those surviving a hundred are 
dying daily, there is as yet no just or suf- 
ficient ground for “armed intervention,” 
but that if Spain refuses to allow supplies 
sent to the Cubans by Americans to be 
distributed by American officials, it will 
be eminently proper for the United States 
to interfere in the cause of humanity and 


the American food shall be distributed. 

But supposing that Congress carries out 
the trifling, do less program the President 
suggests and the supplies are sent to Cuban 
ports in battleships or cruisers—one or 
more of which may be blown up by 
treacherous Spaniards—and Spain does not 
make the least objection to the distribu- 
tion of bacon and beans by American agents 
to her starving reconcentrados, then what 
becomes of “ armed intervention ”? No re- 
sistance to the distribution of American 
naval supplies, no fight, of course. What 
then follows this smart Yankee diplomacy ? 

The Spaniards may say to themselves 
that if the American government is willing 
to forget the quarter of a million murders 
by starvation that have been committed 
provided it is allowed to spend its own 
money to feed the surviving pacificos, the 
offer should be accepted promptly and 
thankfully. They may reflect that if they 
make no opposition to the plan they will 
be able to lay hands on a goodly part of 
the supplies and use them to feed their own 
troops with. | 

Then while the benevolent Yankees are 
feeding the “ reconcentrados” the Span- 
iards can devote their exclusive . energies 
to killing off or buying off the insurgents, 
When the latter discover that their pacifico 
relatives are being fed, clothed, and housed 
at the expense of the United States they 
may not be as eager to fight as they are now. 

if this country begins feeding the paci- 
ficos and Spain does not object, the busi- 
ness will have to be kept up for years. 
There will be many more appropriations 
and larger ones from the United States 
Treasury, while Spain keeps on doing her 
best to wear out and kill off the insurgents 
who are struggling for freedom, 

If the policy of the President has been 
stated correctly, then it is a weak, inef- 
fectual, pusillanimous policy which will not

THE REPORT IN WASHINGTON. 
The administration is to be congratu- 
lated that with the combined efforts of the 
War and Navy departments the report of 
the naval court of inquiry has at last 
reached Washington. It was a good while 
maturing. The explosion of the Maine oc- 
curred six weeks ago, and it has taken the 
Navy department just that period of time 
to discover what Tue Tripune announced 
six weeks ago—namely, that the explosion 
was from without. It is not certain 
yet that the board has found out that the 
mine or torpedo under the Maine was 
placed there by Spaniards, though 
Tue TrrIBuNE could have furnished moral 
proofs as strong as holy writ.that Spain 
was responsible. Be this as it may, it has 
taken the court six weeks to find out what 
every one else knew six weeks ago. 

Having signed and sealed its twenty- 
pound document, the court has sent it to 
Washington, with as many precautions as 
if it were a package of dynamite. It has 
taken an unconscionable time to get it from 
Key West tO Washington. Naval officers 
have stood guard over it on shipboard, safes 
have been provided for it on railroad trains, 
and sentries have been detailed to watch 
the safes. At every station skirmishers 
have been thrown out to keep the crowds 
back, and when the populace has shown 
any symptom of undue curiosity‘or ap- 
parent belligerency it has been intimidated 
by drawn revolvers. | 

Once safely arrived in Washington, and 
escorted with due solemnity to a hotel, the 
Secretary of the Navy, its first consignee, 
‘promptly declined to take it on the first 
day, and at once went to bed to avoid its re- 
ception. Then it went into the hotel safe, 
and sentries were detailed to watch it. 
When the Secretary wakes up it is pre- 
sumed he will take it and hand it to the 
» President. The latter probably will not 
promptly go to bed, as did the Secretary of 
the Navy, but it is given out it will take 
him two days to digest it, at the rate of ten 
pounds per day. The digestive process 
may be finished on Monday or Tuesday, or 
by the last of the week or the first of next 
month, and then it will be sent to Con- 
gress without any recommendation, and 
will be referred to a committee in the usual 
method of procedure. When Congress will 
do anything is uncertain, but at the pres- 
ent rate of progress the rainy season and 
yellow fever will have set in. This will 
last through the summer, and by next fall 
that body may begin to consider the 
twenty pounds of superfluous information 
and debate it leisurely all winter, | 

Under the circumstances, therefore, it is 
somewhat difficult to comprehend why this 
report has been treated with such mys- 
terious secrecy, and why it was hedged 
about with so many precautions. It is not 
likely any one would want to steal twenty 
pounds of manuscript, the character of 
which is~already known, and if nothing is 
to be done in the matter there is no special 
value to be attached to the document. If 
the Secretary of the Navy could catmly 
decline to accept the findings of his own 
court as to the loss of one of the finest ves- 
sels in the fleet because he wanted to go to 
sleep, it is not likely any one else is lying 
awake planning schemes to get it. It is 
more likely that the Secretary’s soninolence 
will be infectious, and that from the White 
House down to the Congressional commit- 
tees there will be an immediate tendency 
to go to sleep whenever the report of the 
naval court of inquiry is mentioned, 


THE APPEAL FROM SILENT LIPS. 

The masterly address of Senator Thurs- 
ton of Nebraska upon the Cuban situation, 
delivered on Thursday last, opened with 
these memorable and melancholy words: 
“Mr. President: I am here by command 
of silent lips to speak once and for all upon 
the Cuban situation.” If any one had felt 
inclined to comment upon the good taste 
of the Senator in making a public speech 
so soon after his wife’s death that comment 
was suppressed by the first words that fell 
front his lips. Every criticism was hushed, 
and added soleninity and emphasis were 
lent to the speaker's eloquence as he ful- 
filled the mission of love and duty, of sym- 
pathy and pity, which had been intrusted 
to him by the noble wonian who died while 
on an errand of mercy among the helpless 
victims of Spagish cruelty. 

“It was Mrs. Thurston's dying request 
to her husband that he should lose no time 
on account of her death to. do his utmost 
to save‘and free Cuba and‘its people,” says 
the Washingtoh dispatch to Tue TRIBUNE. 
Never before as a United States Senator 
addressed the Senate and the country in- 
spired by such an injunction from the one 
he loved best, and who had herself died 
amid the dreadful miseries which he so 
vividly described, That he obeyed the in- 
junction of the silent lips no one will ques- 
tion. That he did his utmost no one will 
challenge. It was on the one hand an ap- 
peal for free Cuba, and a denunciation of 
Spanish cruelty, more foreible, exhaustive, 
incisively logical, and touchingly eloquent 
than any which have yet been heard in 
Congress; and it was, on the other, a tribute 
to the memory of his wife, whiéh will go 
straight to the heart of every true man 
and woman in the land. The last words 
of Senator Thurston’s speech were even 
more impressive than the first, and rarely 
has a more appropriate tribute. of love 
been more tenderly paid: 

Mr, President, in the cable that mobred me to 
life and hope the strongest strands are broken.

RUSSIA WINS AT LAST. 

If the report of the Pekin correspondent 
of the London Times is to be accepted Rus- 
sia’s schemes for obtaining possession of 
the Chinese ports of Port Arthur and Ta- 
Lien-Wan have been crowned. with suc- 
cess. While she appears to have submitted 
to a modification of her demands by ac- 
cepting a lease for twenty-five years, no one 
need doubt that the result will be practical- 
ly the same, as the Russian government has 
never been known to release its hold upon 
any territory of which it has once gained 
possession without reaping an advantage in 
some other direction. 

Thus the government of the Czar, by pure 
bull-dozing, gains all the advantages which 
England and Germany have secured by 
guaranteeing the Chinese loan, but without 
spending a dollar, including one of the very 
ports which Great Britain was most anx- 
ious to control with a view to checking the 
advance of Russian power in northern 
China, The London Times, referring to the 
news of its correspondent, says: 

The news 1s so serious that it may compel Eng- 
land to take immediate action. If the Russian de- 
‘mands are allowed to prevail we shall be obliged 
to recognize the fact that China is about to be 


rapidly reduced to the position of the Khanates 
of central Asia—first terrorized and paralyzed and 


ultimately swallowed up by Russia. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg an- 
nounces that the Russian army reserves 
have been warned to hold thémselves in 
readiness for actual service, and that on 
account of the difficulties in Corea it has 
been decided to dispatch a corps of 50,000 
men to eastern Asia. This would indicate 
that Russia’s withdrawal of her “ financial 
agent ” and military instructors—taken un- 
der protest—from the “ Hermit Kingdom ” 
a week ago, is not intended to be perma 
nent. The next step will probably be the 
forcible occupation of the entire kingdom, 
unless circumvented by the united action 
of Great Britain and Japan. A movement 
of so formidable a military force by Russia 
in this direction under any circumstances 
cannot fail to be regarded as a distinct 
menace to both Great Britain and Japan, 
while China lies helplessly, a hypnotized 
victim, at the mercy of the “ Northern 
Bear.” 

Doubtless the next step in the game for 
the partition of the Chinese Empire will be 
taken by France in the effort to enforce 
its demand for a cession of territory in 
southern China. Coming in the wake of its 
northern ally, it will doubtless have the 
support of the latter, furnishing a new im- 
pulse, driving Great Britain and Japan 
into an alliance if the further spread of 
Russian power in the Orient is to be 
checked. 


AN ENGLISH VIEW OF IT. 

The London (England) Daily Graphic is 
credited with the following comment upon 
the situation in this country as it presents 
itself with the Spanish torpedo flotilla from 
the Canary Islands sailing towards Puerto 
Rico: 

We think it time that Washington ceased wab- 
bling. Weeks ago it was said that the starting 
of the Spanish torpedo flotilla for the West Indies 
would compel America to declare war. Today the 
flotilla is steaming straight for Puerto Rico. 
Meanwhile acute Senators in Washington and 
‘overciever journalists in New York are planning 
ingenious campaigns to fix the odium of declaring 
war on Spain. 

Surely this is unworthy of the American people. 
Two clear lines of policy are before President 
McKinley—either to codperate with the Sagasta 
Cabinet in making Cuban home rule a reality, or 
to give Spain peremptory notice to quit. To avoid 
both courses is to turn the terrible Maine disaster 
into a sort of grewsome red herring. If President 
McKinley does not mean war let him say so, and 
the horrors in Cuba will soon be mitigated. 

“Tf,” continues the London paper, thé 
President “ has come to the conclusion that 
Spain can no longer be trusted in Cuba it 
is his duty to end the suspense and intervene 
with all the forces at his command.” 

It is impossible to escape from the logic 
of this view of the subject. If there has 
been *t wabbling ” at Washington it would 
be unfair to charge responsibility for it to 
the American people. The large majority 
has for weeks past been demanding action. 
That it has not already been taken has been 
due to the infiuence of the speculators and 
stock gamblers in Wall street and their as- 
sociates abroad, who have been seeking to 
restrain the administration from any action 
which might disturb their schemes for 
manipulating the stock market for their 
selfish advantage. 

It would be well for the Graphic to take 
this into consideration. It will then be 
in a condition to appreciate the fact that 
when the government acts it does so on the 
demand of the people. And there was 
never a stronger demand for such action 
than at the present time, as shown by the 
unexampled unapimity in the assurances 
coming to the President from all parties of 
a reailiness—aye, even an eagerness—to 
sustain him in any effective policy he may 
adopt to bring the brutal and causeless sac- 
rifice of lives of innocent women and chil- 
dren in Cuba toan end. They want to see 
Spain given notice to quit. 

With few exceptions the tenor of the 
English press is friendly to the position of 
the United States, and many of these recog- 
nize not only the duty but the distinct ob- 
ligation of our own government to intervene 
in behalf of the starving Cubans and for 
the protection of American commerce. 
Why, then, should the administration hes- 
itate in the adoption of a policy which will 
meet the approbation of the better class of 
minds throughout the eivilized world?

There have been many speeches 

made at the Capitol which seemed to indi- 

cate that Congress was boiling over with

Next week the President is going to send 

to Congress the report on the treacherous 

destruction of the warship Maine and a 

number of consular reports about the sys- 
tematic and horrible starvation of inoffen- 
sive Cuban old men, women, and children— 

noncombatants. The President will also 
send to Congress, it is expected, some rec-

He will recommend an ap- 
propriation of money out of the American 
Treasury; an appropriation and not a pun- 
ishment of perfidious Spain. He proposes 
to go far beyond Christ's advice in his ad-

If Congress is as belligerent as it has pre- 
tended to be it will take the bit in its teeth 
next week, allow dawdling no longer, and 
declare war on perfidious Spain. Then 
everybody will be justified in believing that 
if the “ White House” had not put on the 
Wall street gamblers’ brakes the Cuban 
question would have been settled long ago. — 

But supposing Congress does nothing ex- 
cept babble, Supposing it accepts the pa- 
cific recommendations the President, it is 
said, will make (and it is not unlikely that 
this will happen). Congressmen have much 
to say about their freedom fram executive 
control.. But they are far from being free.

The people should not expect anything of 
this Congress or they will run the risk of 
being disappointed and get nothing when 
the crucial moment comes.

VIOLATING THE PRIMARY LAW. 

The Election Commissioners have 
brought to the attention of the County 
Judge the most flagrant violations of the 
new primary election law, which occurred 
at the Democratic primaries last week. 

Maurice M. O’Connor, ex-Alderman, 
City Gas Inspector, and committeeman of 
the Seventeenth Ward, was extremely 
anxious to elect a majority of the dele- 
gates in his ward, so that he might deliver 
them to the candidates whom he favored. 

In his effort to carry the first primary 
election district it is alleged that he re- 
sorted to methods which are condemned 
by the law, and that he was aided by the 
judges and clerks, who were his nominees. 
A riot ensued, in which the two Demo- 
cratic factions took part, and the police 
had to be called in to quell it. 

‘The chief offense with which O’Connor 
is charged is intimidation. The penalty for 
that, as well as for the willful neglect of 
duty with which the judges and clerks are 
charged, is a term in the penitentiary of 
from one to five years, 

If the charges which have been brought 
against these individuals are true, then they 
should be indicted, convicted, and sent to Jo- 
liet. O’Connor asserts that the other faction 
violated the law also ‘nd that he is going 
to bring forward the evidence. That is 
proper. If men on both sides offended they 
should all-be punished. Let béth factions 
be represented in the penitentiary. 

It is of the utmost importance that the 
first violations of the new primary election 
law should be taken note of and punished 
severely. If that is done ward bosses will 
have some respect for the law, and will 
not treat it as if it wetea dead letter. They 
will try to evade it, of course, but not to 
trample on it. 

If, however, these first offenses are not 
punished becauses they are “first of- 
fenses,” and because “the boys have not 
had time to get used to the law yet,” no- 
body ever. will be punished. An unfortu- 
nate precedent will be establi®hed that the 
law is not to be enforced. 


PURGE THE POLL LISTS. 
The announcement that the Chicago Elec- 


tion Commissioners contemplate the issue 
of suspect notices to the number of 100,- 
000, with a view to the purification of the 
polling lists, indicates suspicion of prepara- 
tion for an unusual degree of fraudulent 
voting at the approaching city election. 
Whether the number of persons contemplat- 
ing the deposit of fraudulent votes is large 
or small, no pains should be spared by 
the commission and by honest citizens 
generally to detect them and bring them 
to punishment. A little vigorous action 
taken in this direction at this time may 
save the city a large expense and prevent 
mueh fraud in the future—though in thi 
respect “eternal vigilance” seems to 

the price of Mberty.” 

It is no direct imputation upon 
honesty of any man that his right to be 
registered’ and vote should be made the 
subject of investigation—in fact, no honest 
man who is conscious of having been legal- 
ly registered is likely to object to such 
investigation. The only point is that it 
should be made legally and impartially witb 
a view to developing actual facts and not 
for the purpose of causing annoyance or in- 
timidation. 

There are certain wards in the city where 
the crime of stuffing the registration lists 
with a view to stuffing the ballot boxes later 
on has been most frequently resorted to. 
While these will call for the closest cir-

ficers to defeat intended crime, investiga- 
tion should not be confined to them alone, 
but should extend to every part of the 
city where ground for suspicion exists. 
The belief is expressed that there are not 
less than 4,000 illegal or absolutely fraudu- 
lent registrations in the First Ward alone. 
while the whole number for the First, 
Righteenth, and Nineteenth Wards is es- 
timated at 15,0Q) to 20,000. The faet that 
such a suspicion exists farnishes a suf- 
ficient reason for making the investiga- 
tion, not merely in these wards but in 
all others, of the most searching character. 

The election commissioners cannot do a 
better work than to purge the lists of 
every illegal voter, and to this end they 
should have the hearty sypport and co- 
operation of every honest citizen of every 
party. Purge the ligts and then prosecute 
every man—official or otherwise—in any 
way responsible for placing the name of an 
illegal voter there with a fraudulent intent.
